A COMMUNITY LOSS 



In the death of Mrs. Kate Baldwin Myers 
this community, definitely sustained an in- 
estimable loss. She, who with her husband 
the late Barton Myers, Sr., may almost 
literally be listed as among the first settlers 
of Virginia Beach. Although her permanent 
home was in Norfolk, she was considered as 
belonging to Virginia, as for over a half 
century ago she became actively interested 
both civicly and philanthropically in this 
community and continued so to the end. 

Her accomplishments in her many activi- 
ties are too numerous to enumerate but 
there is one achievement which stands out 
as an everlasting monument to her untiring 
efforts— The Infant Sanitarium. 

Fifty-two years ago, she conceived of the 
idea of establishing an institution for the 
underprivileged children of surrounding com- 
munities. It was established under her guid- 
ance. She became president and for fifty 
two years she remained untiring at the helm, 
steering it, by sheer determination, through 
many stormy seas. This determination was 
only equalled by her affability and cordiality 
to all mankind regardless of their walk of 
life. 

This institution in all probability will con- 
tinue indefinitely to render its inestimable 
services but regardless of whether it does or 
not, there will be for many, many years 
thousands of living memorials, nurtured back 
to health by its offerings who will ever 
cherish the name of Kate Baldwin Myers and 
even though it has been known for fifty-two 
years as "the Infant Sanitarium", it is now 
suggested that the name be changed Isq. "The 
Kate Baldwin Myers Memorial" in memory 
of the one who has been the very heart of its 
existence. \ r- 

THINK BEFORE VOTING 



States, which shall consist of a Senate and 
House of Representatives." This is all, 
neither more nor less. The language is so 
simple, so plain, so inequivocal, that any 
voter can interpret it just as well as a Rep- 
resentative, a Senator, a President or the 
boards and commissions created by Congress, 
and if any of them exceed these powers, he 
has been unfaithful to his trust. If a Justice 
of a minor court or Supreme Court, inter- 
prets the language of the above section to 
mean something otherwise, he likewise is 
guilty of a betrayal of trust, and should be 
condemned by the voter. It is not a partisan 
question, it is one that affects the life, liberty 
and property of every citizen, of our children 
born and unborn. 

Now, we all know that Congress has creat- 
ed a large number of boards and commissions 
and has delegated to them the power to make 
law, for the violation of which any citzen s 
subject to fine and imprisonment although 
such a law has never been published. 

Even the President of the United States, 
during the past few years, wrote a letter to 
the chairman of a Congressional Committee 
to report to Congress one of his pet measures, 
with consideration of its constitutionality ; in 
short, he advised the Congressmen to violate 
their oath of office as many regarded the 
proposed legislation as being unlawful. The 
bill was reported, passed by Congress and in 
due time declared by the Supreme Court as 
unconstitutional. This, and a number of 
other bills of unlawful purport met the same 
fate. We all know that this so enraged the 
President as to inspire (after the election of 
1936) the attack upon the Supreme Court. 
Those who value the rights guaranteed by 
the restraining law, need to heed well these 
facts before casting their ballots in 1940. 



BOOKS TO OWN 
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TOMMY'S A REAL AMERICAN! 



The year of 1940 is a Presidential year. 
That is to say, on the first Tuesday, in Nov 
ember after the first Monday, the American 
people have reserved to themselves the right 
to select one of their citizens to serve as an 
Administrator of the laws for the ensuing 
four years. Upon this Administrator, whom 
we designate as President of the United 
States of America, involves the duty of 
executing laws such as are made by the Con- 
gress. 

At the same time the people will, also, elect 
one-third of the members of the United 
States Senate and all of the members of the 
United States House of Representatives. It, 
therefore, behooves every qualified voter in 
these United States to inquire into and ac- 
quaint himself as to whether those who offer 
themselves for office will be faithful to the 
trust that the people will repose upon them. 

The first, and most important step to be 
taken in this inquiry is to remember, that 
each of these Representatives, Senators and 
the President, is required by law, and does, 
to take a solemn oath, to support and uphold 
the Constitution of the United States. The 
Constitution is the supreme law of the land. 
It was written by representatives of the 
people and subsequently ratified by another 
set of representatives elected by the people. 
These basic laws can not be legally changed 
except by ratification of the people, through 
the State Legislature, or conventions elected 
by the voters. Neither your Congressmen, 
your Senators, the President, nor the judges 
of your courts have the right to change any 
provision of the said Constitution in the 
slightest degree. This is why the latter 
officers, and all others, are required to sub- 
scribe to the oath to "support and uphold" 
the Constitution. 

With these facts in mind, the next step 
is to inquire if the candidates offering for 
office will be faithful to their oaths, only 
then are they entitled to your support. If 
you find upon investigation that they would 
not, then they would be, if elected as much 
of a traitor to their country as was Benedict 
Arnold and should be defeated. The great 
difficulty confronting the voter is to ascer- 
tain which will be faithful and which will not 
be. There are certain weather vanes, how- 
ever, by which the voter may form a fairly 
correct idea upon such questions. 

We all know that Congress alone has the 
right to make statutory laws. Statutory 
laws must be within the limits of the Basic

David Lawrence tells us that during the 
remainder of the year, Congress has placed 
at the disposal of the President $5,000,000,-

sum is equivalent to $250 to each of 20,000,- 
000 voters, half of the entire number of 
voters in the entire United States, more 
money than ever before expended, every 
dollar of which will be borrowed and consti- 
tutes a debt upon you, your children and your 
children's children. At the same time, 
Congress has either enacted or will enact a 
law, at this session, prohibiting any citizen 
from contributing in excess of $5,000 to- 
wards the campaign of any candidate for 
President.

The time may be near at hand when we 
will either be denied the right to vote or have 
it so manipulated as to be worthless. Re- 
member that there are as large fish in the 
sea as were ever caught and that no man is 
so big that his place cannot be filled.

A little over a year ago when W. P. Dod- 
son, Jr., was made Chief of Police, he averred 
that all laws would be enforced in so far as 
humanly possible. He stressed in his dec- 
laration the gambling laws and more part- 
cularly the mechanical gambling devices 
commonly known as slot machines, due to the 
wide adverse publicity that had been given 
the municipality by outside newspapers. He 
fulfilled his undertaking as to the gambling 
almost one hundred percent even though he 
deemed it necessary to inject the aid of 
private informers in order to so-to-do. His 
efforts to this end have been commendable. 

However, this may be, something appar- 
ently has recently transpired. Over the 
period of the past couple of weeks several 
well known slot machine operators have been 
seen collectively frequenting Virginia Beach. 
They have been seen visiting various hos- 
telries and other business establishments 
under the guidance of a certain local citizen. 

These observations may seem trivial at 
first glance but nevertheless they have signal 
significance. No evidence of attempted 
renewal of operations have, as yet, been de- 
tected but it is thought that there soon will 
be. These operators do not go around plea 
sure riding, particularly in a group. Their 
business is to look for a fertile field from 
which to make a "take." 

If this analysis of the observations is 
correct, it would like to be known "If the 
green light is on" and if so, who pushed the 
button? 

THEN WHAT? 



Tommy Wadelton is thirteen years old. He 
belongs to a typically individualistic Ameri- 
can family, and a short time ago he sat down 
and wrote a book about himself. Last week 
it was published. 

For those who have expressed a concern 
about the soundness of the next generation, 
certain passages in Tommy's book are heart- 
ening, particularly one in which he tells 
about his visit to a "Youth Congress." Here 
is Tommy's comment: 

"I asked them if they thought Communism 
was a good thing, and they mostly did. They 
said no eountry had a really good government 
and I said the U. S. A. certainly had a swell 
government and one lady Youth' said I was 
a Quaint Child, so I got up and left." 

Tommy's departure from the meeting, we 
think, reflects the attitude of the vast ma- 
jority of American youth today. Most young 
Americans are more interested in the oppor- 
tunities provided in this country than in 
arguing about the futile and vicious "isms" 
of other lands. 

There's as much sound common sense as 
humor in Tommy Wadelton's reaction to the 
remark made by the "lady Youth"— and 
there's certainly nothing "quaint" about his 
attitude ! 



ON (WEDLOCK FARM 
When Henry Tetlow, who lives 
on Medlock Farm and five days a 
week drives the nineteen miles to 
his office In Philadelphia, decided 
to put his acres to work support- 
ing him, he had to stand a good 
deal of banter from his skeptical 
friends, who chaffed him about 
farming's being as expensive a 
hobby as yachting. Tear before 
last he undertook to silence all 
such badinage with a book "We 
Farm for a Hobby and Make It 
Pay", which made delightful read- 
ing and must have made a num- 
ber of converts to hobby-farming. 
"Propaganda of the most Insidious 
some one critic called it: "enough 
to make the most city-hardened 
reader rush to the nearest real 
estate office. 

Mr. Tetlows second book, which 
has just been published, is more 
propaganda of the same sort and, 
if anything, even more insidious 
than his first, for it seems to leave 
those of us who insist upon lan- 
guishing in towns no plausible 
excuse for continuing our effete 
urban existences. This is not to 
say that the author is an ardent 
proselytizer bent upon luring peo- 
ple away from their cities and out 
into the country in droves. That 
might be a bad thing for his own 
business and, besides, it probably 
does not matter to him where peo- 
ple live, and we must take his word 
for It that "On Medlock Farm", 
like the earlier book, was written 
In self -exculpation, 

"We Farm for a Hobby and 
Make It Pay", which was done to 
silence the author's friends, 
brought to his farmhouse door a 
number of people on whom he nad 
never laid eyes: people with a 
look of wistful longing for a farm; 
people on the verge of buying 
farms for the fun of It, but re- 
strained by a lurking fear that it 
would not prove to be fun after 
all, and by a fear, more gnawing 
still, that life In the country 
might work in them subtle, unde- 
fined, even undetected, changes 
which they would rather were not 
wrought. So, "On Medlock 
Farm" Is an effort to persuade the 
timorous that life in the country 
will work no transformations that 
are to be feared, and to convince 
us all that the author's years of 
farming for a hobby, besides pay- 
ing, have been practically undilut- 
ed fun. i 

Written, like the first book, in 
an informal, discursive style, "On 
Medlock Farm" is by turns hum- 
orously and more seriously remini- 
scent of the author's nineteen 
years in the country. It Is full of 
his good-natured prejudices 
against such things as coon-hunt., 
ing, horses, people who walk for 
exercise or those who ride to get 
nowhere, no less than his enthusi- 
asms for things like making dan- 
delion wine or sauerkraut, spray- 
ing his trees, and the odors of 
the country, to which a nose 
brought up in the cosmetics manu- 
facturing business makes him 
peculiarly susceptible. It is full, 
loo, of amusing anecdotes, such as 
those about his housebroken duck 
and his dog that kept daily ap- 
pointments with a veterinary; of 
accounts of the fads — for growing 
silk-worms, or white mice and 
selling antiques — which have 
caught on, at one time or another, 
in the country about him; of des- 
criptions of quixotic characters 
who have haunted the region of 
Medlock Farm, his neighbors, and 
strangers who have dropped in, 
hoping to catch him at a moment 
when he Was not enjoying his 
hobby and was not making it pay; 
and of the seasonal rounds of 
chores and recreations in which 
he finds such obvious enjoyment. 

Good, light reading for any sea- 
son. "On Medlock Farm" can be 
read with relish by almost anyone 
But no one, unless he be a farmer, 
can expect to read it with im- 
punity, and to those alreaoj 
wracked by an atavistic hunger 
for the soU, it may, like Mr. Tet- 
low's first book, prove too danger- 
ously inciting.

HIGH SCHOOL FOB ALL? 

Should all young people attend 
schools of high school grade? Or 
should this privilege be reserved 
for a smaller number, with the 
idea that the majority will go to 
work at an earlier date? This Is a 
question that has been widely dis- 
cussed by educators during recent 
times, particularly in meetings 
conducted by the National Educa- 
tion Association. 

There was a time years ago 
when the great majority of child- 
ren never went beyond the gram- 
mar grades. Then gradually peo- 
ple became convinced of the value 
of education. A greatly increased 
number went on into high schools, 
and a large part of them graduat- 
ed. When the depression came on 
in 1929, many boys and girls kept 
on In schools because they could 
not find jobs. Aa prosperity re- 
turns, is it desirable for all of 
them to keep on until they can 
tuck a high school diploma in 
their pockets? ( ~ 

The answer to*that seems to be 
as to whether children are good 
students or not. If they can't 
pass the tests and can't under- 
stand the subjects taught, it does 
not seem to do any great good to 
pass them along. Some of these 
young people are excellent workers 
with their hands, they can see 
what is the trouble with the wab- 
bling car, they can do the little 
jobs of tinkering needed In • the 
home. But if you ask them to 
tackle French or algebra, they 
don't know where they are. Such 
young people would better get a 
job if they possibly can. 

Many cities have trade schools 
where young people can cultivate 
this mechanical ability and the 
tasks of domestic life. Such a 
course should turn an untrained 
worker into a skilled mechanic, 
and give him a surer hold on any 
job that he has. 

Perhaps the first essential of 
any form of education is to learn 
to do good work. That habit can 
be acquired in shops or business 
places by those who do not take 
naturally to book learning.

The United States to a big coun- 
try and it is composed of many 
types and classes of people, yet 
these people have been welded In- 
to a nation, where freedom at 
thought, action and speech still 
exists and individual effort to re- 
warded. A trip through the North- 
ern and Eastern states, such as 
we had last week will give new 
viewpoints and to well worthwhile. 

An enjoyable means of travel 
to by airplane and it to about as 
safe as any other means. It takes 
three hours from Richmond to 
New York. Below you, 1300 to 
2,000 feet, lies the countryside, a 
village here, or a large city and 
between the two is a checkerboard 
of farms and woods.

LaGuardia field, New York, re- 
cently opened, is probably the 
most modern airport in the East.

For 
instance there are 23 round trips 
daily between 'New York and 
Washington, several to Chicago, 
Buffalo, Boston, Miami, Atlanta 
which connect with other lines for 
all important points in the United 
States.

Far below lies the Hudson river to 
Albany, where the valley turns 
west and away you fly to Syra- 
cuse.

There are many schemes In 
America to fool the people out of 
their hard-earned cash.

Ism, that the average citizen is 
always striving to reach higher 
levels of employment, and a tri- 
bute to the system of American 
free enterprise. It Is also an ex- 
ample of misplaced confidence 
and an expose of schemes- peculiar 
to the American system.

Cosmopolitan New York ... 

A visit to New York city is al- 
ways interesting. Here is the melt, 
ing pot of the world. A walk up 
Broadway from 42nd street to 50th 
street, brings one into contact 
with practically every nationality, 
the majority of whom are Ameri- 
can citizens. We heard eight dif- 
ferent languages spoken within 
eight blocks— Greek, Polish, Yid- 
dish, Italian. French, and several 
others which we were unable to 
classify. This section of Broadway 
always reminds us of a glorified 
country fair. There Is the burles- 
que, the theaters, the night clubs, 
"Sloppy Joe's" soft drink stand, 
hot dogs, all kinds of eating places, 
the beggars, panhandlers, souvenir 
supersaiesmen, a great midway of 
American life. 

A crowd gathers over there on 
the corner. We push through to 



The great men who sat down to- 
gether and conceived the Con- 
stitution of the United States had 
a considerable distrust for for. 
eign methods of doing things. 
They distrusted despotism, ty- 
ranny, and arbitrary authority. 
They showed their attitude again 
and again in the simple, forth- 
right phrasing of the Constitution 
Itself. There Is no passage that 
shows their attitude better than 
the simple phrase which reads: 
No title of nobility shall be 
granted by the United States." 

Americans, as a result, are ac- 
customed to living under a system 
of representative democracy, 
wherein individual rights are res. 
pected and freedoms are zealously 
guarded. Sometimes lately, how- 
ever, there have been those In 
Washington who appeared con- 
temptuous of these beliefs. 

Take the national Labor Rela- 
tions Board for example. The evi- 
dence continues to pile up that 
this Board considers Itself an ex- 
ception to most traditional Am- 
erican rules; that it fancies itself 
in the role usually assigned to for- 
eign despots. Like the official in 
the well-known Gilbert and Sul- 
livan musical comedy, "The Mika- 
do," It plays many roles: Judge. 
Jury, Attorney, and even Execu- 
tioner. That same official, Poo 
Bah by name, even came to invent 
one final title for himself— "Lord 
High Everything Else"— and the 
more one watches the actions of 
the Board, the more it seems to be 
reaching out for that Job, too. 

Americans are not accustomed 
to an attitude like this on the part 
of government officials. And if the 
Wagner Board ever pauses to ask 
Itself why public opinion Is so 
strongly against its arbitrary ac- 
tions, it is sure to find its answer 
in the fact that it has chosen to 
govern by caprice and with a sense 
of its own dictatorial power, rath, 
er than heeding the Ideals for. 
mulated by a great French philos- 
opher in the following stirring 
words: 

'A free people obeys, but does 
not serve; it has leaders* but not 
masters; it obeys the laws but 
only the laws ... In brief, liberty 
always follows the fate of laws; 
she rules and perishes with them." 
—The Virginia Gazette.

SPRING ACCOMPANIED 
BY SCREEN PROBLEM 

In the Springtime home own- 
ers' thoughts turn to screens. 
Many home owners paint the 
frame and the wire cloth of their 
screens every Spring in order to 
maintain a fresh and colorful ap- 
pearance. 

In repainting the wire cloth of 
screens it is better first to scrub 
it lightly with a brush, using soap 
and warm water. Rinse with clean 
water and let it dry thoroughly. 

Paint the screen from one side 
only, letting the strokes go up and 
down, from right to left, and diag- 
onally. The other side of the 
screen should be treated with a 
dry brush in the same manner.

Whilr marked progress has been 
made in recent years in reducing 
home-mortgage interest rates, de- 
creasing construction and land 
development, costs, and organizing 
the building industry, Mr. Mc- 
Donald said, little attention .has 
been paid* to the savings which 
could be mode if costly and cum. 
bersome mortgage - foreclosure 
procedures were brought into line 
with; modern! needs 

fit apparently is difficult for 
the public to realize that fore- 
closure statutes on the books of 
many states dictate to a consider- 
able extent both the cost of mort- 
gage money to the b o rr ower and 
the type of home-financing plan 
used by the lending Institutions of 
that state," Mr. MnDonakl said. 
Lenders Bask at Caste 

"It has come to my attention 
during recent weeks, for example, 
that lenders in some states are 
unwilling, because of extremely 
high foreclosure costs in relation 
to down payments to make loans 
under the new FHA Title I home-' 
loan Insurance plan. This plan 
permits families with incomes as 
low as $900 to $i,50O to purchase 
new homes with down payments 
as small as 5 per cent of the ap- 
praised property value. 

"Stringent foreclosure statutes 
might be Justified, of course, if 
they afforded greater protection 
to the rights of home owners. Un- 
fortunately, they afford no more 
protection to worthy borrowers 
than some of the least costly and 
most expeditious statutes now in 
effect. 

"Consequently, there is a grow- 
ing feeling that steps must be 
taken to provide uniform mort- 
gage laws for all states which will 
provide maximum protection f to 
worthy borrowe rs and will at the 
same time permit lending institu- 
tions to advance funds to pros- 
pective home buyers on terms as 
favorable as those now given citi- 
zens of other state*.' 

Simple Flan Necessary 

The necessity for simplified and 
less expensive foreclosure proced- 
dures has become increasingly ap- 
parent since the passage of 
amendments to the National 
Housing Act last year which per- 
mitted the insurance of home 
mortgages, under Title H, repre-

Jn the yew 1W0 Congress took a look at itself and reached a wise 
to freese the membership of the House at the figure of 436 
Representatives. There it has stood for years. 

In the old-days every Congressman had a chair and a desk in 
, legislative Chamber, but these are gone, and benches hare taken 
place. Two huge House Office buildings hare been built, and 
r e ia where you go to meet your Congressman. 
A new Reapportionment Law was passed in 19». Owing to the 
urease In population the 1940 reapportionment, which will be made 
1941 will provide an average of about 300,000 population for a 
Congressional district, an increase of 20.000 for each district. Under 
that phut each State will adjust Its representation to accordance with 
the new census. Estimates of populatiesi indicate that 5 new Con- 
gressmen wilt likely come front the Southern States. The number 
of Cuutfe—men fn Northern States; somewhere between the Atlantic 
Coast and the Hllim < T-»rr i River ** decr e ase a toss of about 4. An- 
other toss of 1 Congressman will fan in Dakota. Nebraska or Iowa. 
Texas or Oklahoma will tose a member. Washington or Oregon will 
»yHt a member. 

The estimates ars based on tosses in approximate rattos of pop- 
nlatton, bat there remains a question as to the exact States that will 

tatR hit 

Six States will each lose a member, while at the same time 
t will gam a member each. Each of these States will rearrange 
J own Congressional districts. 

The 1010 reapportionment changed the House into a sort of town. 
miimiiH assemblage— owing to the increase in size. In these past 30 
yean the House membership has remained targe, and consequently 
unwWdly. As a result it is, today, somewhat clumsy in transacting 
public affairs. It is impossible to decrease its state. But fortunately 
II ean be held down to 435 members— there Is no need for more!

even his strongest opponents 
admit are adroitly reasoned and 
compelling. And he possesses an 
excellent radio manner, and an 
aggressive and vibrant personality. 
Hugh Johnson, Dorothy Thomp- 
son, Arthur Krock and other top. 
notch columnists have heartily 
endorsed him. This hasn't turned 
Mr. Wlllkie's head at all— he has 
said he Isn't out for the nomina- 
tion, doesn't believe he could get 
it, and Isn't letting it bother him. 
But he is a factor to be reckoned 
with. If the Republicans should 
reach a stalemate In the conven- 
tion, as may well happen, it la not 
Impossible that Dark Horse WiU- 
kle would be offered the nomina- 
tion. And his friends and foes 
alike are sure he could make a 
first-rate fight. 

So much for the leading candi- 
dates. Significant fact, gained 
from the recent primaries, Is that 
Republican strength is gaining, 
especially in the all important 
Mid-West. This doesn't mean 
that the Democratic vote has 
shown any cataclysmic drop. It 
hasn't. But it does mean that in 
all probability neither party can 
hope to win hands down. It looks 
like a close election, where every 
state will count. 

Speaking of Hitler's Scandi- 
navian adventure, Major Gerobe 
Fielding Eliot recently wrote: 
"While Germany cannot afford to 
lose, Britain cannot afford to let 
her win." A German defeat 
would mean that important Scan- 
dinavian resources would be lost 
to the Reich, and that she must 
face war on two fronts. A German 
victory would mean the virtual 
collapse of British prestige among- 
st the neutrals — to quote Major 
Eliot again, "No other little na- 
tions' in Europe would depend 
much on Allied guarantees if even 
Norway, on Britain's doorstep, 
sannot be rescued from the Nazis. ' 

So the war could be lost or won 
by either side Oh the Scandinavian 
peninsula. This "doesn't mean 
that a decisive victory either way 
there would end hostilities — both 
sides could fight on indefinitely. 
But, in the opinion of the experts, 
it might be a futile struggle for 
whichever side lost in Denmark 
and Norway. 

In the meantime, Italy still 
holds the spotlight Mussolini's 
telegram to Hitler on his birth- 
day, in which he said, in effect, 
that he was certain , of German 
success in the war, was almost 
unprecedented, coming from the 
head of a theoretically neutral 
power. Yet few experts are will-!

Closet Lights 
Are Convenience 

Proper lighting for the closets 
in a home is a necessity often 
overlooked but one which can 
prove a bothersome nuisance. Sol- 
ution to the problem is a simple 
one through selection from many 
available methods. 

A ceiling light in a closet may 
have a puU chain or wall switch. 
This light may be forgotten, how- 
ever, and burn for hours. A switch 
outside the closet door may be 
equipped with a pilot light which 
glows red when the light in the 
closet Is on. ' 

Another satisfactory method is 
installation of a door switch which 
automatically turns the light in 
the closet off when the door is 
closed. A light which burns for a 
stated time and then automatical- 
ly turns off is still another satis- 
factory method of closet lighting. 



Home Purchases 

Home buyers of today are real- 
izing to a greater degree the im- 
portance of basic housing quality 
and are subordinating; the influ- 
ence of mechanical equip— en t in 
a residence when purchasing prop- 
erty. Federal Housing Adauuiv ra- 
tion officials say. 

Prior to the advent of the gen. 
era! educational program and 
property requirements by FHA, it 
was a common practice to "load* 
a house being offered for sale with 
virtually every kind of mechanical 
equipment likely to induce a sale 
on the strength of this equipment 
atone. Basic teeters of plan, con- 
struction. stsnKfht, neighborhood, 
or simitar factors were often not 
emphasized. 

Today, FHA officials say. the 
prospective home buyer gives first 
consideration to other factors, in- 
cluding the general location or 
neighborhood, the relation of the 
house to its site, the provision for 
natural light and ventilation, the 
comfort and convenience of the 
plan, the soundness of the con- 
struction, and the attractiveness 
of the design. 

FHA officials do not maintain 
that adequate time and tabor-sav 
ing mechanical devices are not 
requisite in a home, but they do 
warn prospective home buyers 
that no amount of equipment can 
make a satisfactory house, where 
the basic factors are not properly 
achieved. They point out, more- 
over, that the mechanical equip- 
ment to a home, due to technical 
advances from time to time, will 
likely require replacement.

The best wall finish is no 
stronger than its base, and the 
best painting or wall covering ap- 
plied to poor plaster may result 
in an unsatisfactory wearing sur- 
face. Federal Housing Administra- 
tion officials say. Therefore, the 
quality of interior painting, tint- 
ing, or wall covering must be care- 
fully considered.

Use Certified Seed 
To Avoid Ring Rot 
Disease Of Potatoes 



A devastating new disease of 
potatoes called bacterial ring rot, 
which in some fields has caused 
complete loss of the crop, is 
threatening to spread to every 
potato field in several northern 
States, and may appear in Vir- 
ginia this season, reports S. B. 
Fenne, plant disease specialist at 
V. P. IV 

Although there is no evidence 
that the disease lives In the soil 
from year to year, it is extremely 
infectious and is readily spread by 
knives used in cutting seed pota- 
toes. The only protection against 
It is to keep it off the farm, and 
the way to do this is to use only 
certified seed. 

Plant disease specialists in all 
important potato States are 
pooling their efforts to learn more 
about this new disease, and Fenne 
has just received from Dr. R. J. 
Haskell, extension plant patholog- 
ist of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, a summary of find-

Bacterial ring rot is spread by 
shipping seed potatoes from one 
locality to another. This is why 
It is so important for farmers to 
plant only seed that is free of the 
disease. It has been reported 
locally from at least 36 States. 
How to Detect Ring Rot 

As the name implies, ring rot 
usually causes a yellowish ring in 
the potato. This discoloration be- 
gins at the stem and works all the 
way to the bud end. In the early 
stages the disease cannot be de- 
tected in the potato without cut- 
ting it. Later, however, other dis- 
often set in, and the whole 
tuber breaks down with soft rots. 

In the field the symptoms of 
bacterial ring rot usually appear 
late in the growing season, Just 
before digging time. The leaves 
droop and feel soft and thin. The 
plant seems to be drying up from 
lack of water. Often only one stem* 
of a plant seems to be affected. 

For the farmer who buys seed 
stock each year the best plan is 
to plant only certified seed. Fenne 
said. 



Spring Fixes 
Attention On 
Lawns, Shrubs 

As Spring gains greater foot- 
hold home owners in all sections 
of the country are turning their 
attention to lawns and shrubs 
with a view toward using the 
early growing season to full ad- 
vantage iin obtaining attractive 
landscape development. 

The owners of new homes, fac- 
ing their first season of horti- 
cultural activities, have a prob- 
lem immensely more difficult than 
that of seasoned land owners. 
Frequently lacking previous exper- 
ience as well as knowledge of local 
soil conditions, their procedure is 
largely one of trial and error. 

To minimize the error probabil- 
ity, some general suggestions 
which may aid the new home 
owner in developing his property 
are made. 

Use Top Soil 

As soil conditions differ greatly 
in various locations, it is difficult 
to estimate the expense of obtain- 
ing a good lawn. If a basement 

the 
house and a good top soil exists, 
the top soil should be saved In a 
pile to be spread over the sub- 
grade of the entire lot. 

Almost any lawn will have a 
more permanent value if a cer- 
tain amount of fertilizer is added 
to the soil. At times a more per- 
manent lawn will be obtained if 
clover or some other rough legume 
is seeded first and turned over 
when the growth is heavy so as 
to lighten up the soil. It may be 
necessary to delay the seeding of 
the lawn one year on this ac- 
count. 

It is also advisable to get the 
experience of other home owners 
in the neighborhood as to the best 
methods they have found for ob- 



taining a good lawn. No general 
rules can be laid down because 
soil conditions are so variable. 

Shade Tree 
The owner of a new home should 
set aside a small sum of money 
for a sizeable shade tree. It would 
be preferable to go to a reputable 
nurseryman and select a tree for 
this purpose, for it adds greatly 
to the value of the property to 
have at least one good-sized sliade 
tree. A tree should be selected 
that will add permanent value to 
the property and not one that 
will grow so rapidly as to be seri 
ously injured by the first wind. 
Sufficient Shrubs 

An adequate number of shrubs 
should be selected for planting 
about the house and other loca- 
tions on the property, preferably 
along the boundary line and on 
the front lawn so as to give 
blooming flowers in the Summer, 
time and berry and bright twig 
effects in the Wintertime. Most 
shrubs should be planted about 
three feet apart so that they will 
not crowd each other and be so 
arranged about the house as to 
not give the appearance of the 
house being set down in a wilder- 
ness of planting. Let the founda- 
tion of the house appear in cer- 
tain places. The shrubs should be 
pruned often so that they will not 
become obstructions to the view. 

Home owners who feel it desir- 
able to have several fruit trees in 
the rear of the property should 
obtain these at a good size and 
pay an adequate price for them 
so they will bear fruit early and 
give shade at the same time.

Soiled Dlning.Room Floors 

The coating of wax and dirt on 
a dining-room floor may be re- 
moved by rubbing first with No. 1 
steel wool dipped in turpentine 
and then with a soft cloth. The 
floor may then be refinished with 
wax or varnish. 
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Q. In a two-family house which 
I own we are bothered by noises 
carrying from one floor to the 
other. What is the reason for this 
condition, and what can be done 
to eliminate it? 

A. Failure to provide sound 
deadening in the construction is 
generally the cause of excessive 
transmission of sound through 
floors. The method of constructing 
the floor is a highly important 
consideration. Since you give no 
detailed information as to the- 
construction, it is assumed that 
the floor of the second story is 
framed with wooden joists, cov- 
ered with a single thickness of 
flooring, and has a plaster ceil- 
ing applied to the bottom of the 
joists. If such is the case, sound 
transmission can be reduced by 
laying 30-pound deadening felt 
over the existing floor and then 
laying a new finish floor of either 
wood or linoleum.

The 'Das Fuel Tax Act", which 
places a 5 cents per gallon tax 
upon all fuel oils which are used 
in motor vehicles propelled by 
Diesel engines when they are op- 
erated on the highways, bec o m e s 
effective July 1, according to C. F. 
Joyner, Jr., Assistant Director of 
the Division of Motor Vehicles. 

The new law, which was passed 
by the 1940 General Assembly, re- 
quires the owner or operator of a 
motor vehicle propelled by a Diesel 
engine which is registered in Vir. 
ginia to secure a "user's" license 
from the Division of Motor Vehi- 
cles. 

"The act further stipulates," the

COMMENTS AND 
RESUMESONWAR 



The new European war brings 
troublesome news reports that are 
practically of the same moment as 
appeared in American newspapers 
n the spring of 1915, 9 months 
after the beginning of the World 
War. 

There may be officials and in- 
dividuals who have different k!es3 
on this subject but the policy of 
the United States Government is 
real Neutrality. There is an al- 
most universal desire among Am- 
erican people as well as the re- 
presentatives to the National Cap- 
ital, including the Administration 
and Congress, to avoid involve- 
ment to the affairs of countries 
engaged in war. 

You may call this "isolation" if 
you want to, or you may call it 
"pacifism"— that makes no differ- 
ence, since the fact is both of the 
old political parties are evading 
all temptations and issues that 
would change the policy of the 
United States. They'll stay there. 
fastened to peace, unless the peo- 
ple, fastened to their radios and 
daily ne wspap er s go war-crazy. 

There Is solid satisfaction and 
comfort m the present condition 
which finds national sentiment 
united for "America First." 

But you don't have to be very 
old to remember that the agitation 
to fight with the Allies did not be- 
gin to crystalize until the very 
year before we were in the war, 
up to our ears, in April, 1917. In 
the previous November the presi- 
dential election was carried by a 
mere scratch on the issue that 
President Wilson had kept us out 
of the war. That Is history— and 
remember that "history repeats!" 
Some curious, unforeseen circum- 
stance may inflame our country 
and bring about a change in the 
present sane foreign policy. When 
the change started late in 1916 it 
swept the Nation like a prairie 
fire. Former President Theodore 
Roosevelt was the wildest leader 
of all. He helped push us into the 
World War. 

Young America should watch 
his and her step and never forget 
the truism that -nobody wins a 
war, everybody loses." 

If this is a long war — and few 
•re so optimistic as to think it will 
he short despite the ever-recur- 
rent rumors of the Blitzkriegs 
from both sides — it is obvious that 
the world of tomorrow will be a 
vastly different place than the 
world of today. And the neutral 
nations, no less than the belliger- 
ents, will feel the immense 
changes, and will probably be 
forced to adapt themselves to 
conditions utterly different than 
those of the past.

A GLEAM OF HOPE 



Today the primary steps are in process of 
the making of what is generally conceded 
will be a gigantic war, with some of the 
mightest nations of the world pitting their 
wits as well as their military strength 
against each other. Some of these nations 
have united their forces in the defense of 
democracies, others are apparently attempt- 
ing to expand the field of totalitarianism 
and then there are still others endeavoring 
to spread the theary of communism. Ac- 
cording to history all of these forms have 
been tried in some degree but to date the 
democratic form of government has been the 
most successful and the peoples living under 
them the most aggressive and prosperous. 

The general conception of a democracy, is 
a government wherein the masses have a 
voice. Probably the most successful form of 
democracy has been the republican form, 
such as that adopted by the United States 
of America, a government by direct re- 
presentation. A form which is most 
cherished by those who have lived under and 
been governed by it. Wars may destroy a 
democratic government but they can never 
destroy the spirit instilled in the people who 
have lived under it. The principal and only 
enemy is — internal disintegration. 

In this County we have three separate and 
district divisions of government, the Feder- 
al, the State and the local, all supposedly re- 
presentative; that is the public affairs are 



Among some of the main factors in life is 
cooperation and more particularly is this 
true in the coordination of efforts in the de- 
velopment of a community. With this 
thought in mind two groups of enterprising 
citizens have recently gathered to organize 
two respective associations, both of which 
should be individually and collectively most 
beneficial to the Town of Virginia Beach. 

The first of the newly organized associa- 
tions to be formed was the Virginia Beach 
Independent Retail Merchants Association, 
the main purposes of which are for a better 
cooperation and understanding among them- 
selves, the promotion of a trade-at-homelpi* * 
program and the furtherance of the develop- e 
ment of Virginia Beach. 

The second movement was the creation of 
the Virginia Beach Advertising Board, the 
purpose of which, as its name indicates, is to 
publicize Virginia Beach. This effort was 
made last year through the medium of the 
Chamber of Commerce but was found not 
entirely practicable. Under normal condi- 
tions, such an organization is beneficial and 
at present, due to European conditions, it is 
believed that it is most essential in efforts to 
attract past foreign travel to this resort. 

It Is felt that both of the organizations are 
essential to the development and prosperity 
of any community and their creation will de- 
velop to be definitely progressive steps if 
properly supported.

INDIVIDUALITY 

There is one thing can be said about the 
Town Council of Virginia Beach ; that is, it is 
particularly endowed with an initiative for 
finding the most unique methods as to times, 
places and ways of holding meetings. 

The common conception of a council is that 
it is composed of a group of persons elected 
by the public at large as their representatives 
to create laws by which they are to be gov- 
erned and to handle their public affairs. 
These public affairs are supposed to be the 
affairs of each and every citizen of the com- 
managed by persons named by the people munity and open to their knowledge with an 
of the district to be governed. opportunity to express their views on im 

At present our primary interest is in the portant matters, 
local government. There is shortly to be a 
local election to select three representatives 
of a total group of seven to handle the public 
affairs of the Town. These three should be 
selected by the pepole who reside within the 
confines of the political entity to be govern- 
ed. 

Charges have been made and reitiratated 
that there were a large number of persons 
listed on the registration books of the Town 
of Virginia Beach, who have particpiated and 
possibly will again attempt to participate in 
the selection of the councilmen, and who pre 
not entitled to legally or morally so to do. As 
a consequence a purge of the registration 
books has been repeatedly called for but with 
no immediate results. 

However, after long and presestant ef- 
forts, on last Monday night one councilman 
developed the moral courage to step forth 
and offer a resolution before that body di- 
recting that the registration book be purged. 
The resolution was carried with only one 
descenting vote. This descenting vote came 
from one member now standing for re-elec- 
tion—standing for re-election with formid- 
able opposition. This descenting vote is, in 
bur opinion, an affirmation of the charges 
that there are names illegally on the regis- 
tration books and that a substantial support 
from this source is expected on election day. 
Otherwise, there would not have been any 
objection to a resolution calling for the com- 
pliance with our "Pure Election Laws". No 
one should object to a clean election. 

This is a patent example of enternal dis- 
intergration of democracy. Can a true re- 
presentative government exist when repre- 
sentatives are partially selected by votes cast 
by persons foreign to the community? • 

In any event in the adoption of the resolu- 
tion there is a gleam of hope. It places a 
serious responsibility on the committee ap- 
pointed — one that should be conscientious- 
ly exercised and not lightly executed. It is 
sincerely hoped that it will not result in the 
usual whitewash but in an honest purge.

Within tnTrtjTdays the peopled Virginia 
Beach will be called upon to select one-half 
of their representatives (councilmen) to ad- 
minister their public or governmental affairs 
for the next two years. There are now six 
avowed candidates (one having withdrawn) 
to fill three seats on this august assembly. 
All six of these qualified candidates are wide- 
ly known and personally liked, but we, the 
common pepole, cannot select nor intelligently 
begin to select representation on mere per- 
sonalities. 

Although the campaign has travelled half 
its route there has not been a single public 
utterance by any one of the six, other than 
Iks official *«otificatk» of candidacy. There 



The present council's conception, however, 
seems somewhat different. During the past 
eighteen months unusual procedures have 
been adopted. Regular open meetings have at 
times been adjourned and special secret 
meetings held immediately thereafter 
at which time important business was 
transacted of which the public should have 
had some knowledge. Special meetings have 
been called on ten minutes' notice to rush 
through certain legislation. Meetings have 
been held in rolling so-called "Station Wag 
ons" and last comes the news of meetings 
being held through the medium of the tele- 
phone. 

It is suspected that the next innovation in 
novelty methods of holding council meetings 
will be by two-way radios installed in the 
several councilmen's automobiles. In any 
event those who have radios will then be able 
to know what is going on if they be fortunate 
enough to ascertain the proper wave length 



THE SURVEY COMMISSION 



For a year after its birth the Citizens 
Survey Commission was inactive but did 
finally reach a partial maturity by holding 
a couple of meetings and appointing a num 
ber of committees. Among these was a 
finance commttee, headed by Col. H. L. Rice 
This committee has shown signs of life and 
made a survey of the financial conditions of 
the Town. As a result of its studies a plan 
has been formulated which, if adopted and 
strictly followed, will retire the indebtedness 
of the Town within a period of twenty-five 
years. 

The plan has been tentatively accepted by 
the Council. If formally approved and 
carried out, the birth of the Citizens Survey 
Commission will be justified even if it does 
nothing else and this in spite of the abuses 
that have been heaved upon it.

LUEGENKRIEG 

Hitler has combined with the 
Blitzkrieg the "Luegenkricg," the 
War of Lies by which he betrays 
a friendly nation and gets his foot 
in the door without fighting. 

He used this technique clearly 
and fully for the f'rst time in Den- 
mark and Norway, and the effects 
were most devastating and shame- 
ful in the latter country, which 
would have resisted invasion if 
the government and people had 
realised what was going on. What 
looked at first like passive ccqui- 
escene in the Nazi invasion was 
soon revealed as a sort of torpor 
caused by the sudden and incom- 
prehensible catastrophe. By the 
time the trickery was revealed, the 
damage had been done. Oslo and 
other important places were safely 
in German hands. 

In the meantime the morale of 
the Norwegian army and public 
was naturally demoralized. It will 
take at best several months, and 
thousands of lives, to undo the 
damage caused by that shameless 
betrayal. 

The lesson, however, may be 
beneficial in the end. Now all the 
countries, large and small, threa- 
tened by Nazi fraud and force, 
know what to expect and are on 
llisir guard. Perhaps civilization 
should thank Hitler for thus 
showing his hand, in a case where 
the result, as it seems now, will 
probabaly not be fatal. But at 
best, European civilization has 
had a close call.

What counts is the effect of 
this absurdity on German opinion. 
One may be quite sure that Dr. 
Goebbels will advertise the offer. 
The people of the Reich, regard- 
less of their individual attitude to- 
ward the Reichsfuehrer, will re- 
ceive the news with indignation. 
Would not aU Americans be in- 
censed, outraged even, by the cabl- 
ing from Germany of a like offer 
for the kidnapping of Mr. Roose- 
velt? 

Linking the name Carnegie with 
the proposal is as unforgivable as 
the offer itself is outrageous. 
Colonel Church, who is 82, is pre- 
sident of the Carnegie Institute cf 
Pittsburgh in the sense that he 
directs the meeting of its trustees. 
Because of his large and long ser- 
vice to the school, he is humored 
and honored; but when he uses 
the name Carnegie in connection 
with any such offer as this, he 
embarrasses all the other organi- 
zations established by the bounty 
of Mr. Carnegie. Most of all does 
Colonel Church embarrass the 
Carnegie Endowment for Inter- 
national Peace, the agency that 
has worked for a generation to 
create goodwill among man.

Fanners may take hope from 
the recent re-notification that all 
WPA project workers with farm 
experience are expected to accept 
employment on farms at standard 
prevailing wages, whenever- it is 
available, even though the wages 
be below the WPA security rate. 

Although it has not come to the 
•wf ace very forcibly, there 1s a 



strong undercurrent of protest 
against the scarcity of farm labor ^ 
at a price that the farmer can af- 
ford to pay. M^ch of this scarcity 
has been blamed, rightly or 
wrongly, upon the government 
work and relief agencies. The clear 
statement of policy by the WPA 
should soothe some of this re- 
sentment, especially if the super. 
visory officials see that the rule la 
enforced. 

There are no doubt many farm- 
ers that expect to secure farm help 
at wages far too low for maintain- 
ing the worker at a point of sent' 
sufficiency. StiU.'we believe that 
the great majority of fanners «e^ > ' 
glad to pay as much for good 
farm labor as they can afford. 
Added to their plea that the WPA 
offers unfair competition for labor 
from the standpoint of wages Is 
their charge that workers on gov- 
ernment projects are often un- 
fitted for farm tasks by acquiring 
the habit of "soldering" on the 
Job. 

If there is sufficient Justifica- 
tion in the attitude of the farmers. 
It behooves the WPA to take 
stringent action.

HITLER'S EXCUSES 



There is at least one good word 
to be said for hypocrisy. It re- 
mains, .as in La Rochefoucauld's 
day, the homage that vice pays to 
virtue. There is perhaps a sort of 
consolation in the fact that Hitler 
continues to display it. He could 
not seize Denmark or invade Nor- 
way without trumping up some 
sort of excuse. His claim is, that 
he merely anticipated by a fev 
days or hours the French and Bri- 
tish who were planning to do pre- 
cisely the same thing. Every new 
outrage that the German forces- 
perpetrate is defended as only a 
"retaliation" against some actual 
or intended move of the enemy. 

Denmark and Norway were in- 
vaded merely to "protect" them, 
though Norwegians who are wick- 
ed enough to defend themselves 
are to be subjected to the death 
penalty. When the "protective" 
invasion occurred, Germany gave 
assurances that neither Dennuuw; 
nor Norway would be used to 
establish naval or air bases to 
attack England. When the English 
took the countersteps Inevitable in 
such a situation, Germany consid- 
ered herself "released" from these 
pledges a few days after they were 
made. Though the German forces 
have bombed open towns since the. 
beginning of the present conflict 
—against nations that did not 
have the power to strike back— 
the Nazi press is now darkly accus- 
ing the British of this practice. 
Experience has shown that such 
charges against others arc merely 
the usual preliminary to another 
German "retaliation." 

But the consoling side to all of 
Hitler's moral excuses, even the 
most preposterous, is that they re- 
mind us of the existence of a pub- 
lic opinion not merely abroad but 
within Germany so powerful that 
t still must be conciliated. No mat- 
ter Tiow cynical may be the Ger- 
man propaganda machine that 
concocts these excuses, it cannot 
afford to make the excuses them- 
selves too obviously cynical. Its 
purpose is to divide and befuddle 
world opinion, not to allow it to 
solidify against Germany Ger- 
man workers, moreover, cannot be 
asked to make sacrifices, or Ger- 
man sokiiers to risk or lay down , 
their lives, on merely cynical 
grounds. The excuses that their 
nation gives for its official action 
must be such as to satisfy in some

It has been one of the fine fea- 
tures of life in this country in the 
past, that it created a multitude 
of workmen who were notable for 
their fidelity. They looked at 
work as a kind of art, and they 
were very proud of doing the best 
kind of a Job. Houses were built 
with more careful attention for de- 
tails. Many of them were good for 
200 or more years if well cared for. 
Repair Jobs were performed by 
men who took the utmost pride 
in doing good work, and who 
would have blushed with shame 
If they did any shabby Jobs. 

Farm hands gloried m the 
amount of hay they could mow In 
a day, and In the big loads they 
could pile on a hay cart, and in 
the fine gardens of vegetables 
they raised. Wages were low in 
those days, but workers felt in 
part repaid by the pride they took 
in their jobs. 

Factories and workshops were 
usually smaller in those days, and 
the employer and employe often 
lived on intimate terms. Most of 
these men took pride in then- 
work, and they were keen to see 
that the product was up to stan- 
dard in every respect. 

How far do these standards pre- 
vail now? Are people equally faith- 
ful and proud of good work and 
ashamed to do things *n a slack 
and unfinished way? To hear the 
people In some communities talk, 
you would think that many men 
perform their tasks carelessly, and 
that frequently such work has to 
be done over again. 

It is still true that there are 
good faithful workers all around 
us. There are many trades that 
produce a great body of skilful 
men. The man who understands 
such Jobs the best Is the one who 
earns the best pay, and the shop 
that is most reliable gets the 
cream of the trade. Fidelity is still 
rewarded.

James H. R. Cromwell's decision 
to seek the Democratic Senatorial 
nomination in New Jersey and 
quit his job as American Minister 
to Canada was not unexpected, as 
it had been predicted from various 
sources from the time he took the 
portfolio.

One cannot afford, 
on that basis, to be self-contained, 
habitually indulge in excesses, and 
in other ways flagrantly buck na- 
ture. 

"It is quite beside the point, so 
far as the policy holder is concern- 
ed, that a comfortable sense of 
security exists for the family, and 
that the widow and children get 
the cash in the event of the hold- 
er's death, 

"The ideal insurance policy is 
one that not only piovides for a 
death claim, but which Insures one 
against habitual loss of sleep, 
overwork, underexercise, immoder- 
ate eating, excessive. use of stfmu- 
'ants. and against undue worry. 



"In short, the best type of insur- 
ance policy Is one where the risk 
involved is well considered both by 
'he company and the Insured. 
However, in making this sugges- 
tion there is no desire to Infer that 
the possessor of a life insurance 
policy must be overly concerned 
about his health. In the final an- 
alysis, nature is reasonable, and 
does not Insist that one live by a 
hard and Spartan mle. A middle- 
of-the road plan merely is being 
suggested. Which means that na- 
ture must be given due considera . 
tion. Of course, definitely deblill- 



tating and health destroying 
habits will be ruled out. But like- 
wise will fanaticism and immo- 
derate restraint. 

"If to a rational plan of living 
be added the periodic physical 
check-up and the twice-a year 
visit to the dentist '• office, one's 
obligation to himself, his family, 
and his insurance company win 
have been discharged.

(Continued Prom Page One) 
the United States win be able w 
remain neutral, we, as the world's 
principal financial power, will na- 
turally feel most directly the eco- 
nomic and social fruits of a long 
and destructive war We are a 
great exporting power, making a 
large part of the world's machin- 
ery and finished goods, and fur- 
nishing much of the world with 
vital raw materials to addition It 
seems certain, say the economists, 
that our export business will suf- 
fer tremendous losses when the 
ends There are two reasons 
for that, one tangible, the other 
intangible The tangible reason: 
England and Prance, which arc 
our best customers, are spending 
their money at an unprecedented 
rate And while the vaults of t :«• 
banks of England and Prance are 
deep, they are not bottomless 
When the money is gone, the 
democracies will no longer be able 
to buy unless we extend immense 
credits They will have little to' 
offer to return for what they may 
neeo remaps mey win oe lorcea 
to descend to a barter system, 
such as has been long pursued by 
Germany, to which case it is dif- 
ficult to see bow we could trade 
with them to any great extent 

The intangible reason: when 
the long war ends, an Europe will 
be hungry, desperate, bitter, many 
authorities believe A mad 
scramble for mere existence may 
be the harsh result European 
standard of living win be on a 
rock-bottom basis, and there w')l 
be no dem and for even the simpl- 
est luxuries The average European 
win be fortunate, the pessimists 
think. If he Is able to get suffi- 
cient food, clothing and shelter 
to keep alive 

In this connection, an article to 
the American Mercury, by Henry 
Alberts Philltps, Is harshly en- 
lightening Mr Phillips, an author 
of reputation, has recently return- 
ed from a tour of Europe, and 
feels that the continent faces 
fattine Agricultural labor has 
been taken from the farms and 
put to military uses, leaving only 
the old and the weak to till the 
fields Trenches have been dug 
where normally would bloom vital 
wheat The great 'feed boxes" of 
middle Europe are producing less 
and less Says Mr Phillips: In the 
past, fighting nations retted on 
their non-combatant neighbors 
for nourishment What Impressed 
me most deeply as I went through 
Europe, therefore, was that this 
tune the neutrals are not only un- 
able to sustain those engaged to 
killing but uncertain of sustaining 
themselves Neutrals are to the 
same mad-doghouse as non -neu- 
trals, bullyragged and threatened 
by war on every side, forced to 
abandon normal life and making 
ruinous outlays for armaments" 

Mr Phillips seems to think that 
the almost certain upshot will be 
a gigantic revolution in Europe. 
And there are many who agree 
with him — no orderly government 
as we know it now, they argue, 
can coma from Armageddon. But, 
even If revolution Is not the mult, 
it is almost impossible to escape 
the conclusion that unprecedented 
depression will engulf the Old 
World. That explains why more 
and more "economists and business 
men are coming to the view that, 
whether we wish to or not, we 
must forget Europe, economically 
speaking, and turn to our own 
part of the world for the future 
trade and commerce that we must 
have to keep going. War orders 
are keeping the airplanes and 
munitions factories bussing now, 
and are immensely benefiting cer- 
tain peace-time industries as well 
—but when those orders stop, the 
outlook win certainly not be 
bright.

LEGALS 



AN ORDINANCE TO REGU- 
LATE THE SANITATION OF 
ALL PLACES USED IN THE 
MANUFACTURE. PACKING 
STORING, SALE OR DISTRI- 
BUTION OP POOD OR POOD 
PRODUCTS AND BEVERAGES 
AND PROVIDING FOR THE 
INSPECTION, THE ISSUING 
AND REVOCATION OF PER- 
MITS AND THE FIXING OF 
PENALTIES 

BE IT ORDAINED by the Town 
Council of Virginia Beach as 
follows: 
That to the Town of Virginia 
Beach. 

Section I. It shall be unlawful 
for any person, firm or corpora- 
tion to maintain or operate to Vir- 
ginia Beach without a permit from 
the Town Council, or its duly au- 
thorized agent, any establishment 
which manufactures, packs, stores, 
sells, or di s t rib ut es food or food 
products or beverages, or to main- 
tain or operate such an establish- 
ment without meeting the require- 
ments set forth in sections n 
through XXni of tins ordinance. 
Permits may be revoked upon vio- 
lation of any section. 

RESTAURANT— The term "res- 
tuarant" shall mean restaurant, 
coffee shop, cafeteria, short order 
cafe, luncheonette, hotel dining 
room, tavern, sandwich stand, 
soda fountain, and boarding 
houses where there are five or 
more boarders per day. 

Section n. FLOORS. The 
floors of kitchens, dining rooms, 
and pantries shall ba made of tile, 
concrete, or other impervious ma- 
terial approved by the Health Of- 
ficer, or of wood; and shsli ba kept 
clean and to good repair. Entire 
floor of kitchen must be free of 
unnecessary articles. 

Section m. WALLS AND 
CEILINGS. Walls and ceilings 
must be constructed of material 
.that can be cleaned easily; paint- 
ed with a light colored paint, or 
finished in a manner approved by 
the Health Officer. 

Section IV. LIGHTING AND 
VENTILATION. Window space 
must not be less than ten percent 
of the floor area, and windows 
must4Sej(b arranged as to give the 
maximum amount of natural 
tight. In the absence of sufficient 
natural light adequate artificial 
light must be provided for use 
where or during periods when 
there is not sufficient natural 
light. Metal hoods over ranges, 
equipped with ventialators, and 
exhaust fans must be provided 
where the Health Officer deems 
it necessary. 

Section V. DRAINAGE. Drain 
and waste pipes from floors, wash 
sinks, soda fountains, ice boxes, 
etc., must be of sufficient size, well 
trapped, and !n a good state of 
repair. 

Section VI. SCREENING. 
Screening shall be considered sat- 
isfactory if all openings are effec- 
tively screened'. Outer doors must 
open outward and be -self-closing, 
unless other effective means are 
provided to prevent the entrance 
of files. Other methods approv- 
ed by the Health Officer may be 
used in addition to prevent flies 
to food establishments, or may be 
required where necessary. 
Section VII. TOILETS. Ade- 



quate, approved toilet 
n tut be provided for 
Toilets must be constructed and 
, maintained to accordance with 
i the current rules and regulations 
of the Stole Health Dep artm ent. 
Toilets must be entirely separate 
and apart from any room used for 
the manufacture, storage, or 
handling of food products. Flush 
toilets used in 'any food establish- 
ment must ba provided with tight, 
sclf-rlnstog djors, and all new 
construction must be vestiouled, 
and touet room must be ventilated 
by means of window or flue lead- 
ing to the outside. All flush 
toilets must be connected to an 
approved sewer system or provided 
with properly constructed septic 
tank. • 

Walls, floors, seats, and com- 
modes must be clean, and a supply 
of toilet paper must be provided. 

Section VTH. HAND - WASH- 
ING FACILITIES. All food handl- 
ers must observe a high standard 
of personal cleanliness, and they 
must be constantly supervised in 
this respect by the employer. The 
hands of all employees must be 
washed thoroughly to hot, soapy 
water after visiting the toilet. The 
waiters, cooks, etc., must keep 
their hands away from the mouth 
and nose and wash their hands 
immediately to hot, soapy water 
should they become contaminated 



with oral or nasal secretions. Em- 
ployees must keep fingernails 
short and clean. 

Adequate hand-washing facili- 
ties include running hot and cold 
water, or a suitable vessel and an 
adequate supply of clean water 
soap, and a clean individual towel 
for each employee. 

Section IX. KITCHEN UTEN- 
SILS. All kitchen utensils must 
be of an approved type, construct- 
ed of heavy gauge material, with 
a not readily corrodible surface 
and of a shape that win make 
cleaning easy. All containers, 
utensils, and other equipment, 
must be In good repair, free of 
breaks, open seams, and corroded 
places. All utensils not in. use 
must be stored above the floor, to- 
verted when practicable, and 
protected from files, dust, and 
Insects. 

Section X. DISHES. CQPS, 
GLASSES. ETC. Dishes, cups, 
glasses, etc., must be of an approv. 
ed type, free of cracks and chipped 
places, clean, properly sterilised 
after each usage, end Stored so as 
not to become contaminated. 

Section XI. SILVERWARE 
Silverware must be to a good state 
of repair, clean, properly steriliz- 
ed after each usage, and stored so 
as not to become contaminated. 

No article, polish, or other sub- 
stance containing any cyanide 
preparation or other poisonous 
material shall be used for the 
cleansing or polishing of eating or 
cooking utensils. 

Section XII. MECHANICAL 
EQUIPMENT. Mechanical equip- 
ment must be maintained to a 
good state of repair, clean at all 
times, and sterilized as often as 
the Health Of Acre deems neces- 
sary. 

Section xm. DISHWASHING 
(EQUIPMENT. Adequate facili- 
ties must be maintained for the 
washing, rinsing, and sterilisation 
of all utensils used In the prepara- 
tion, handling, and serving of food 
and beverages. The following is 
considered the minimum equip-

If 
steam is used as method of steri- 
lisation, utensils must be exposed 
for at least fflteen minutes to at 
least 170*F. or for at least five 
minutes at 200° P. in a steam cabi- 
net; or exposed to a Jet of steam 
for at least one minute; or sub- 
merged to hot water at 170°P.. or 
more, for at least two minutes; or 
exposed to a chlorine solution 
containing not less than fifty 
parts per million of chlorine for at 
least two minutes. (A solution 
containing one hundred parts per 
million, or more, is recomended). 
'The practice of drying eating 
utensils with a towel shall not be 
permitted. 

Provided that nothing contain- 
ed to this section (XIV) shall be 
construed as disbarring any other 
process which has been demon- 
strated as of at least equal effi- 
ciency and is approved by the 
Health Officer. 

Sec tion XV. TABLES. 
SHELVES, ETC. AU tables must 
be properly constructed of ma- 
terials that can be thoroughly and 
easily cleaned. AU table tops must 
be of non-absorbent material 
when deemed necessary by the 
Health Officer. Table tops must 
be free of unnecessary articles. 
Table covers, napkins, etc., must 
be clean and aU shelves shall be 
clean, free of unnecessary articles 
and neatly arranged. AU napkins 
shall be discarded or laundered 
after each usage. 

Section XVI. GARBAGE CANS. 
Garbage cans snail be provided of 
non-absorbent material, leak, 
proof, adequate size, with tight 
fitting top and must be kept rea- 
sonably clean. Premises must be 
kept dean, neat, and orderly. 
Section XVH. WATER SUPPLY. 
Any water supply used at a food 
establishment shall be properly 
located, constructed, operated, 
and shall be easily accessible, ade- 
quate, and of a safe sanitary 
quality. 

Section XVm. REFRIGERA- 
TION. Refrigerators, ice boxes, 
etc., shall be of adequate size to 
store all perishable food, con- 
structed of materials that wiU 
permit thorough cleaning, shaU be 
properly drained and ventUated, 
shall be equipped with thermo- 
meter and kept at a temperature 
below 50"F. at all times, except 
during periods of defrosting. 
Floors, walls, ceilings. racks, 
hooks, pipes, etc., shall be kept 
clean.

Hints For Home 
Owners 

Replacing Electric Fuses 
Blown-out fuses may be replac- 
ed by the home owner without 
much trouble. The current should 
be cut off at the main switch, 
with carp taken not to touch any 
of the metal parts. Fuses of the 
same rating as the ones to be re- 
placed should be used. It is dan- 
gerous to use any substitutes such 
as coins or fuses of higher capa- 
city. The capacity of fuses is 
plainly marked on the metal rim 
around the face or on the contact 
end. 

Repainting of Tin Roof 
Before repainting a tm roof,, 
clean the surface of loose, peeling 
paint with steel wool or fine sand- 
paper. Then wipe with benzine or 
turpentine. Red-lead paint is usu- 
ally used and should be applied 
on a clean surface in thin coats 
and allowed to dry at least a week 
between coats. Three coats arc 
recommended.

Spring Arrives Ob Chesapeake 

Spring finally arrived on the 
Chesapeake lsi|t^wink. warming 
the waters of the great bay and 
its tributaries, waking the crabs 
from their winter's hibernation 
along the sea bottom, and draw- 
ing the spawning ram in increas- 
ing numbers up to rivers to lay 
their eggs. 

Crabs were caught in sizeable 
quantities for the first time in the 
upper regions of the Bay. Thous- 
ands were killed bar the intensely 
cold weather of the winter 
months. Indications are that they 
will be scarcer than usual during 
the spring and summer. 

The shad show a slight impt ove- 
ment in number. Moat of those 
which have been caught have been 
taken in gin nets in the upper 
reaches of the Chesapeake's tri- 
butaries, indicating that the l sh 
have followed the deep water 
channels and thus avoided the 
pound nets of the lower Bay.

COMMENTS AND 
1ESUMES0NWAR 



When war began, most Ameri- 
cans, including those in high 
places in the government, were 
confident of an Allied victory. To- 
day that confidence has been con- 
siderably shaken. The stunning 
Allied defeat in Norway, Holland 
and r evers es in Belgium, coupled 
with the developed fact that Nazi 
Germany has a war machine of 
almost unprecedental efficiency, 
has brought with it the grim 
specter of possible Allied loss of 
the war. Today, moat competent 
authorities seem to regard the Eur- 
opean struggle as a toss-up, in 
which neither side has any deci- 
sive edge. They think that any. 
thing can happen. And that sit- 
uation is forcing America to con- 
sider what steps must be taken 
against the event of a sweeping 
victory by the dictators, which 
would put an of Europe firmly 
under the heels of Hitler, Musso- 
lini and Stalin. 

It is apparent that sentiment In 
this country is heavily in favor of 
expanding our armed forces, 
especially the navy, aa rapidly as 
possible. At the same time. It Is 
equally apparent that we have no 
fixed military policy, and that no 
one really knows just how strong 
we must become in the light of 
the strength of possible enemies. 
One school of thought holds that 
if Hitler wins, America will be 
faced with the potentiality of im- 
mediate military and economic In- 
vasion. This school of thought Is 
led, so far as the publicists are 
concerned, by Walter Lippman, 
who observed in a recent column 
that the great conquerors of the 
past have never stopped— that 
they have gone oh until, like Alex, 
ander, they dominated the world. 
or, like Napoleon, came to a 
Waterloo. Their past successes, in 
other words, breed future cam- 
paigns. And tee very fact that 
their people are hungry and ex- 
hausted makes it necessary for 
them to force their armies oh, In 
search of new resources and new 
victories. 

The other School of thought 
pooh-poohs this theory about 400 
per cent. It believes that the victor 
in the present European war will 
be so worn out that it will take 
generations before its energies can 
he sufficiently renewed to make 
more campaigns possible. Ex-Pres- 
ident Hoover has subscribed to 
this theory in several magazine 
articles and speeches. And John 
T. Flynn, one of the foremost of 
the isolationist columnists, recent- 
ly wrote an article in which he 
acathmgly decried the interven- 
tionist position, and observ- 
ed that the English and Ger- 
mans alike found it exceedingly

THE COSTLY WAY 



For several months past one of our neigh- 
boring contemporaries, the Norfolk News 
Index, has been continuously hammering, 
editorially and otherwise, on the slum condi- 
tions allegedly existing in the City of Nor- 
folk. Its columns have depicted most heart- 
rending scenes of suffering, corruption, 
debauchery and crime breeding centers. In 
fact, so vivid has the picture been painted 
that its press competitors and even the city 
fathers have taken cognizance of these pur- 
ported slum conditions. 

After portraying this inordinate situation, 
the Index offered a solution which it believes 
will rectify these alleged conditions. This 
solution was a definite housing program. 

What is a housing program ? 

It is the condemnation and destruction of 
certain properties owned by individuals 
which are now being rented to and occupied 
by persons of the lowly or unfortunate strata 
of humanity and then the expenditure of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars, obtained 
from the Federal government for their re- 
placement. In other words destroy a field 
of investment for local capital, the support- 
ing taxpayer and substitute therefor tax 
exempt securities. 

But why should the people of Princess 
Anne County or Virginia Beach be interested 
in the removal of slum districts in the City of 
Norfolk by a housing program financed by 
the Federal government? 

The Index, itself in its great gusto of pro- 
motion, has answered this question for us. In 
its arguments for a slum clearance by a 
housing program financed by the Federal 
government, it has advanced the best argu- 
ment against it. 

The Index has pointed out that Newport 
News has started such a project and that 
this City or that City has authorized such 
a program and the taxpayers of Norfolk will 
have to assist in paying for it. Never a more 
true statement. The taxpayers of Princess 
Anne County and Virginia Beach will by 
necessity contribute to each and every such 
enterprise and thereby hangs the tale. 

The common conception of Federal aid on 

a project is that a community is getting 

something for nothing, but such a thought 

is most false. On the other hand on analysis 

it means two things. 

First; it means that a community is pay- 
ing twice as much for what it gets than if the 
project had been exclusively locally financed. 
How come, says the average person, the gov- 
ernment is paying the largest portion of the 
cost? Sure, that is true — but. where does 
the Federal Government get the money to so 
generously give away? FROM YOU. 

Out of that dollar you pay to the Federal 
Government (usually unknowingly), which 
supposedly comes back to you in the form of 
a new school building, a sewage disposal 
plant, an incinerator, a housing program and 
a what not, has to be deducted the cost of 
collection, the cost of administration, the 
cost of disbursements, all of which include 
departmental heads, sub-departments sub- 
sub-departments and so on, all of which is 
acknowledged to cost more than local admini- 
stration, the return is not over fifty percent. 

The second meaning is that the local off ice- 
holder is hiding behind a cloak of hypocrisy. 
He is representing that he is gaining major 
improvements and maybe essential improve- 
ment! for his community without an increase 
of the local tax. No — the local tax probably is 
not increased directly for the purpose of these 
improvements but the taxpayer is being 
doubly taxed in a round-about-way for what 



he gets; that is, instead of a direct local tax 
it is indirectly placed upon him through the 
Federal Government plus the incidental 
expenses by taking this undisclosed method. 
There are many who believe and will say 
that New York City, SI Louis or some other 
communities are getting their aids — why 
should not we do the same? There is some 
logic to this thought, but there must be some 
end. It cannot go on forever. If every city, 
township or villa in the County adopted such 
a policy it would not take long to bankrupt 
the government. 

It would seem far more safe for each 
community to face its own responsibilities 
and meet them by a direct tax, than to take 
the apparent something for nothing route 
which will ultimately return, if at all, at dual 
cost. 

The Index started promulgating what at 
first thought seemed to be a good cause, even 
though an assistant administrator of the 
Federal Housing Commission stated at a re- 
cent hearing in Norfolk, that the lowly and 
very poor would not benefit by the advance- 
ment of such a program, but at the same 
time they bring out the danger flag. The 
time has come when some check has got to 
be placed on this method of financing local 
public projects. In the long run the bill will 
have to be paid by each and every one of us 
and there is no need of making it larger nor 
attempting to fool the public by expending 
monies procured through a hidden tax 
instead of by a direct local tax. 



BOOKS TO OWN

At the present time the Town of Virginia 
Beach has authorized the construction of an 
incinerator at the cost of $44,000. The con 
struction is to be largely financed by the so- 
called Federal funds. Such a plant is un 
doubtedly desirable but hardly a necessity 
at this time, particularly at an outlay of such 
a sum of money, which seems excessive, 

Most of such projects are conducted under 
the supervision of the Federal Government, 
as by necessity this would have to be in order 
to procure the money and carry an excessive 
cost. By the time this cost has been repaid 
plus the administrative charge of the many 
Federal departments through which it will 
have to pass, the final bill to the taxpayer 
will be many thousands of dollars in excess 

of $44;ooo. 

A patent example of excessive cost of con- 
struction handled through governmental 
agencies is the proposed construction of a 
high school at Kempsville. In a supposed 
effort to save on this project it was placed 
in the hands of a State agency. Subsequent- 
ly a local business concern, incidentally a 
taxpayer, who assists in the meeting of the 
public bills, stepped in and showed that the 
project could be completed at several thous- 
and dollars less cost. 

It must be realized that Federal aid is not 
getting something for nothing but only a 
costly method and placing a bondage on the 
heads of our, posterity. When the lady in 
Toledo told the census taker that the mort- 
gage on her home was forty-five billions of 
dollars, she was right. Few of us stop to 
consider this fact nor realize that each Fed- 
eral aid project is increasing that mortgage 
on our homes. 

It is fully realized that many of the re- 
cently acquired public improvements could 
not have been immediately obtained but for 
the so-called Federal aid just as many indivi- 
duals could not have modern conveniences 
but for the installment payment plan. How- 
ever the tariff paid is too great— the system 
has put thousands upon thousands in bank- 
ruptcy and so it will be with governments if 
such practices are continued. 

It is high time that we stop— take 
inventory of our financial conditions— put 
our house in order and pay our way as we go. 

In fact it seems that the necessities should 
be given first consideration and the luxuries 
only be considered when they can be paid for. 



Speaking of necessities, some time back 
attention was called to the match box town 
hall at Virginia Beach in which structure 
most valuable records are being kept and still 
more important human life is being confined 
behind iron bars. The thought at that time 
was the extreme fire hazard. However, 
another serious element has presented itself! 
that is the total inadequacy of the entire 
plant as a place of confinement. 

The jailbreak incident of Sunday night is 
definite proof that the present structure is 
not adequate to properly secure the confine- 
ment of a prisoner, is utterly unsafe for the 
custodian and is maintained under a most 
unsanitary condition. 

At a moderate cost adequate facilities 
could be constructed in conjunction with the 
Police Station, which would provide for the 
safe keeping of detected criminals under 
sanitary conditions. In addition, it would 
create a more effective and economical opera- 
tion of the police department in the long run 
and in all probability no such incident would 
have been attempted or successfully executed 
as occurred on last Sunday night. 

We, therefore, should think of some those 
more or less inexpensive necessities instead 
of being detracted by $44,000 luxuries under 
the guise of getting something for nothing 
but in reality will be paid for on an install- 
ment plan with a heavy finance charge.

TAKING TIR STAGS 
Miss Crocker and Measers. Fields 
and BroomaU have here given us 
a book of undoubted value. So! 
long have ire been accustomed to 
monologues and monologlsts, or 
mono-actors, that it will, perhaps, 
surprise many to learn that "Tak- 
ing the Stage" is the first, the only 
book on modern solo-acting. For 
the first time we are given, besides 
interesting and useful information 
about the mono-theatre form, the 
careful and detailed framework 
necessary for a successful mono- 
logue. 

The first part of the book treats 
thoroughly— as thoroughly as can 
any written matter — expression, 
speech, movement and character- 
isation. It is almost unnecessary 
to point out that, except for the 
expereinced, little can be learned 
about such personal, such intangi- 
ble requisites to good acting from 
cold print. Charts of the mouth 
and throat and of the skeletal 
structure are of dubious value to 
the reader. For the student, as 
explained and exemplified by the 
teacher, they become of greater 
importance. However, this "soft 
impeachment" is applicable to all 
such exposition, and in the volume 
mono-theatre. Here the authors 
do not attempt to be over-techni- 
cal. 

The second section is an excel- 
lent, edifying treatment of the 
mono-theatre. Here teh authors 
give us valuable points on the 
writing and arranging of material, 
on professional imitation and im- 
personation, and kindred topics, 
supplementing always their point- 
ed discussion with abundant ex- 
amples. In the chapter on Story- 
Telling, for an instance, they par- 
enthetically Instruct the reader 
how most effectively to tell the de- 
lightful anecdote about Mrs. 
Dwight Morrow and the late Pler- 
pont Morgan's nose; and there is 
a specially adapted story from 
the "Autobiography of Benevenuto 
Cellini also complete with instruc- 
tions. The chapter on Flay Read- 
ing tells us how to adapt or "cut" 
a play for solo production— a 
heretofore neglected study. For 
those whose interests lie in poetic 
and musical readings and lecture 
recitals there are also several well- 
presented chapters. In short, no 
phase, even of minor importance, 
fo the monologisfs art it omitted. 

The third division of the book, 
on dialects, is exceptionally well 
handled. I can think of no exposi- 
tion that approaches it in thor- 
oughness, clarity, or general ex- 
cellence of presentation. The 
authors have here focused their 
high and various talents on a most 
difficult subject with great 
Almost all the dialects,

ment are available to defend any 
of our nearly neutrals hi Latin 
America from invasion." 

These are serious indictments 
of the United States' lack of pre- 
paredness. They are made by Paul 
Mallon of the "News Behind the 
News" daily column. We do not 
expect the government to repudi- 
ate them, as they have been rnade^, 
with less force by other comii 
commentators and have not been 
challenged by Army or Navy of- 
ficials or staff. Naval Secretary 
Edison has already practically ad- 
mitted, as Mr. Mallon points out, 
that our fighttag fleet Is highly 
vulnerable to modern bombing 
planes. These deficiencies could 
not be pointed out in time of war. 
The best protection against war 
we have is the freedom of Ameri- 
cans to publicize our lack of ade- 
quate defense now so that national 
sentiment for the remedy of the 
condition may be aroused. 

As Mr. Mallon reminds, this is 
an election year, with the adminis- 
tration in power trying to make an 
economy record— one which In- 
deed, the country is demanding. 
But adequate defense in men and 
machines should be a paramount 
issue. It may be true, as pacifists 
claim, that possession of strong 
armies and armaments will not

The third German "blitzkrieg" 
since September 1, 1939. occurred 
at 1 a. m. this morning (7 p. m. 

Adolf 
Hitler, as his powerful srmy began 
to invade neutral Holland, Bel- 
gium and Luxembourg issued an 
official communique in which he 
stated that the low countries < 
being invaded for their "prat 
tion." The German government 
solemnly assured the invaded na- 
tions that Germany is acting for 
their best interests although Brus- 
sels was bombed and civilians kill- 
ed. Queen WiUieunina uttered a 
"flaming protest" against this 
German "protection" and urged 
her nation to its duty and sought 
strong assistance from Britain 
and France, King Leopold did 
likewise.

Its surface Is flat 
with an average height above sea 
level of 37 feet, with one-fourth of 
its land below sea level reclaimed 
and protected by dykes, of which 
there are 1,500 miles. 

The population of Holland Is 
8,500.000 while its area is 13.898 
square miles. Amsterdam is usu- 
ally referred to as the capital of 
the Netherlands and is the scene 
of the royal coronation. Parlia- 
ment, however, has met at The 
Hague for over 300 years. 

Shipbuilding and sugar refining 
are Important industries as also 
are brewing, distilling, cheese- 
making and flower milling, and 
Amsterdam is famous for diamond 
cutting. The village of Boskoop, 
with 800 nurseries, is the largest 
center in the world for flowers and 
ornamental plants. (The Garden 
Clubs of Winchester planted some 
5,000 Holland tulip bulbs in this 
city last year.) 

Agriculture, (including gardens, 
orchards and pastures) is of the 
utmost importance to Holland, 
more than five and a half minion 
acres being devoted to such usages. 
Ninety per cent of the farms are 
bi holdings of less than fifty acres 
and more than fifty per cent of 
less than twelve acres, with about 
300,000 employed on the land. 

Holland's exports are principal- 
ly confined to Great Britain, Ger- 
many and Belgium. Her imports 
are chiefly from the same coun- 
tries. 
Canals, of which there are 4,500 
' J miles, are most important hi inter- 
nal communication; elaborate sys- 
tems are bi the cities and feed 
the harbors. 

The Netherlands is governed by 
a hereditary constitutional mon- 
archy, the present queen being 
Wilhemina. The heir to the throne 
is Princess Julian na, born Apiil 
30, 1909. Executive power rests ex- 
clusively bi the sovereign and the 
States-General of two chambers: 
First chamber 60 members, elect- 
ed for six years (one-half every 
third year) and 100 deputies, 
elected for four years. There is 
universal suffrage for citizens of 
both sexes over twenty-five years 
of age. Army service is cmopul- 
sory and every man is liable for 
service from the ages of 19 to 40. 
The strength of the home army 
in 1937 was 1,800 officers and 16,- 
000 men. The Dutch garrison in 
the East Indies was 1,100 officers 
and 38,000 men. The navy consists 

Iof three cruisers, iwo coast defense 
ships, a few destroyers and gun- 
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beets and tobacco. The 
country is rich in minerals, large 
deposits of coal, iron, zinc, lead 
and copper being found. There 
are 346 coal mines which employ

18.000 miners 

The chief Imports are wool, 
cotton, hides, chemical products 
and wine. The principal exports 
are manufacturers of wool, cotton, 
leather, Iron, steel and sine prod- 
ucts and sugar. Trade is mainly 
with Prance, Germany, Britain, 
Holland, United States and Arg- 
entina, in the order named. 

Military service Is compulsory. 
The army in 1937, exclusive of 
overseas forces, consisted of 5,000 
officers and 70,000 men. There is 
no navy and few airplanes In the 
military service. The Belgium gov. 
ernment decided, however, to con- 
tinue the French line of under- 
ground forts along the eastern 
frontier and appropriated in 1937 
for this purpose about $30,000,000. 
The king of Belgium is Leopold, 
HI, born November 3, 1901. He 
succeeded to the throne in 1934, 
when his father, the gallant King 
Albert, was killed while climbing 
* high, rocky precipice. Parlia- 
ment consists of a Senate of 153 
members and a House of Repre- 
sentatives of 107 member s . Unjl 
venal male suffrage is in force 
and voting has been compulsory 
since 1893. 

LtTXEMBOVRG 

Luxembourg is a European 
grand duchy, somewhat smaller 
than Rhode Island (999 square 
"»>■> » nd is situated between 
Germany on the east, Belgium on 
the West and Prance on the south. 
It is governed under a constitution 
and the legislative power rests 
with a chamber of 55 deputies 
elected by universal suffrage. The 
ruler is Grand Duchess Charlotte, 
born January 23. 1890, and suc- 
ceeded to the throne hi 1919. 

The population of approximate- 
ly 300,000 Is almost entirely Rom- 
an Catholic. 

Luxembourg is a country of 
small landowners; 430,000 of the 
500.000 acres devoted to agricul- 
ture are owned by resident owners. 
| The principal crops are oats and 
potatoes. 

Governmental receipts to 1937 
were estimated at 327,000.000 
francs (about $15,000,000); ex- 
penditures at 326,000,000 francs.

Carl H. Noltlng. Chairman of 
the Commission of Oame and* In- 
land Fisheries, today announced 
a cooperative program for re- 
stocking Virginia with quail. 
which is regarded as one of the 
most outstanding efforts of any 
southern state to restock a de- 
pleted species of game. 

An investigation made shortly 
after the severe weather to 
January indicated that the quail 
population suffered most heavily 
In several areas, fin some coun- 
ties, estimates from reliable 
sources showed that over 25 per- 
cent of the carry-over brood stock 
perished. The Commission, of 
which Mr. Nolting Is Chairman, 
viewed the disastrous effects or 
the adverse weather with gravest 
concern and it was realized that 
a constructive program beyond 
the resources of the Commission 
would have to be devised to re- 
store the quail supply. 

A plan for restocking was in- 
itiated by Mr. Nolting some weeks 
ago in a conference with Walter 
A. Orosh, Regional Inspector of 
the Bureau of Biological Survey, 
under which plttman-Robertson 
grants are administered. The 
program evolved in this confer- 
ence was submitted to Washington 
by Chester F. Phelps, Supt. of 
Oame Propagation, together with 
data showing that a real emerg- 
ency existed, and, after some 
modification, was approved. 

Approximately 40,000 quail are 
proposed to be released under the 
project between now and June 30, 
1M3. Production of quail win be 
stepped up at the Camp Lee and 
Windsor Shades game farms be- 
longing to the State and private 
quail breeders operating in Vir-

HOW CONGRESS WASTES TIME 

In a recent session of Congress there was a waste of many weeks 
-of time in the debates of the anti-lynching bill. The South had 
settled that question with its own police authorities, and by Stat* sta- 
tutes that practically eliminated lynching years ago. But the United 
States got all upset and excited by this political bunk over lynching 
which was pictured as necessary to preserve the honor of the South 
and the Nation. 

Now we have another similar spectacle called the Batch Bui. It 
is a proposal to make it illegal for persons engaged in public employ., 
meat by the Government or the States to take an active part to poli- 
tics. Its sponsors claim that they are purifying American politics. If 
such claims were true it would be a good thing, but the proposal is one 
that is certain to be a dead-letter on the statute books. There have 
been such decrees by Postmaster-Generals and other heads of the 
American Government In past years* but they never have workett- 
even a little bit. The persona whom the Hatch Bill is supposed to 
purge would be called upon by political leaders, as in the past, to help 
pull their chestnuts out of the fire.

$350,000 To Aid 
Dvrin, m Canada 

Appropriation of $125,000 for 
restoration of drought and drain- 
age-ruined marshes in the great 
duck factory of Canada's prairie 
provinces during the current year 
is announced by Ducks Unlimit- 
ed, Inc. 

The fund, just voted at a San 
Francisco meeting of Trustees re- 
presenting member state organi- 
zations throughout the United 
States, makes a total of $350,000 
contibuted for the purpose in a 
period of approximately two years. 

The Dominion and the Pro- 
vincial Governments of Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta have 
provided without cost over a mil- 
lion acres for the duck nesting re- 
fuges. Over half of the acreage 
already is under management of 
the organisation's Canadian field 
staff of engineers and biologists, 
according to B. Herrick Low, Na- 
tional Secretary. 

Funds for the work, deiivcd 
from membership contributions of 
nearly 20,000 sportsmen and clubs, 
are used to dam ditches on huge, 
abandoned drainage projects 
which have become death traps 
for countless wildfowl in recent 
drought summers.

(10) Arrangements for a labor- 
saving laundry room. 

(11) An absolute minimum of 
waste space. 

(12) The orientation of the 
house and location. 

(13 Provisions for privacy both 
in relationship of rooms in the 
house and in relationship to 
neighboring houses.

Families with children com- 
plained about lack of space for 
keeping toys, and a universal pro- 
test against inefficient hot-water 
heaters was sounded. Garage 
doors that don't work were among 
the unpopular items, while a large 
number of feminine votes went 
to the house that Is inconven- 
iently arranged for care and up- 
keep. 

Other Grievances 

Other items on the list of griev- 
ances against builders Included 
refrigerators that are not large 
enough to store the family food 
supply, drain pipes that clog, 
lighting fixtures that glare, base- 
ments that flood with every rain, 
garages too small for ease of 
movement, pipes that rust, dark 
hallways and stairways, screens 
that rust, and weak water flow.

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COMMENTS AND 
RESUMESON WAR 



A few months ago all the forces 
of the United States Government 
got-together and "solved" the twin 
problems of "peace" and "keeping 
out of war." The undertaking 
was carried through with proper 
deliberation following discussions 
of the problems that came to the 
attention of all the people of the 
TJblted States. The Neutrality 
law was enacted as the result. 
Huge appropriations were made to 
strengthen the Army and Navy. 

Millions of our people have been 
rkdrntog dally to the radio broad- 
easts and reading everything in 
the newspapers about the Euro- 
pean war. What the late develop- 
ments mean to them rare inter, 
preted by the President of the 
United States who compared the 
spread of the European war to a 
4-alann fire which menaces Am- 
erica if not checked. President 
Roosevelt's special message on na- 
tional defense Is now a matter of 
record, and the legislative branch 
of The Government is wrestling 
with thos? self-same twins; 
"peace" and "keeping out of war." 
Neutrality doesn't mean the same 
thing It did a few months ago. 
There are plenty of reasons found 
In the news— like these: 

A plunge in the prices of corn, 
cotton, wheat and other agricul- 
tural products in the Chicago ex- 
changes, A crash In blue-clip 
stocks and bonds on the New York 
Stock Market. 

High above all other voices rose 
that of General John J. Pirshing 
who declared that preparedness is 
as necessary today as it was for 
us when the war was declared ,n 
1017. He said the United States is 
•n practically the same relative 
position now as it was in 1017. The 
meat General, who has always 
kept his head, declares that this 
country must, within Itself, be 
prepared for whatever Instant ac- 
tion Is required for our security, 
and he warns that we must not de- 
lay longer In our preparations 
The stress of argument in Wash- 
ington calls for great increases in 
the Army and Air Force. When 
Holland fell your leaders in the 
Washington Government began 
talking about an Army of a million 
men, and about an emergency de- 
fense program that will likely cost 
a billion dollars, to begin with. 

The formulas seem to be identi- 
cal with those of 1915-16 when 
President Wilson and the pongress 
were pursuing Neutrality, and 
hastily merged it with armed-pre- 
paredness. 

What the end will be, what will 
be the price of peace, or the price 
of war, no man can tell. But 
everybody knows that the people 
of the United States, as individuals 
are not neutrals, and that prac- 
tically everybody condemns Hit- 
lertsm and wants to see his rule 
smashed. 

Our own domestic affairs have 

suffered enormous losses. But

Tomorrow is Poppy Day. And what is 
Poppy Day? For the past twenty odd years 
it has meant to a vast majority of us the 
memory of Flanders Field and a contribu- 
tion of the "Widow's Mite" towards making 
Kfe easier and happier for those boys who 
so valiantly stood for right only to return 
home maimed for life. Tomorrow we must 
not forget.

WOMAN LEADERSHIP 

When the 19th Amendment to the Consti- 
tution of the United States, which provides 
in part; "The right of citizens of the United 
States to vote shall not be denied or abridged 
by the United States or by any state on ac- 
count of sex", was ratified, the News or 
rather those, who now direct its policies as 
it was not then in existence, were opposed to 
the adoption. The News still objects to it 
in a sense. Not that woman should not 
have the right of franchise privileges — not 
that she is not just as fully capable of ex- 
ercising those privileges as man, if she so 
desires. But the majority of women do not 
want the privilege and fail to exercise it. A 
large percent of those, who do take advantage 
their political emancipation, blindly follow 
their husband's opinion in casting their ballot 
and only a small proportion attempt to an 
alyze conditions and cast an independent and 
intelligent vote. 

Whatever our past opposition might have 
been or our present objections might be, the 
News is of the opinion now that the franchise 
privilege has been bestowed upon woman, 
she should exercise it and do so in an inde 
pendent and intelligent manner — not be 
wholly indifferent and fail to vote — not 
blindly follow the opinionate husband, but do 
as a small minority has already done — study 
conditions, platforms and candidates in order 
that an intellectual vote may be cast — then 
without fail cast the ballot and upon her in- 
dependent convictions. 

With these thoughts in mind it is gratify 
ing to see a vanguard of one hundred Virginia 
Beach women gather at a meeting last week 
to make preliminary plans for the forming 
of a Woman Voters League in order that they 
may inform themselves, encourage partici- 
pation in elections and demand recognition. 

May their efforts toward organization be 
successful. It will undoubtedly be beneficial 
to the community as there is an adage, prob- 
ably a very true one, which says; "If you 
want something done, get a woman to do it." 



While Mrs. Brown's platform is vague in 
spots, it is on the whole sound in principle 
and positive on some issues. Among the 
latter group, one is particularly noted, that is; 
"No person employed by the Town shall hold 
any office either appointive or elective in the 
Town, County, or State." 

The News has long advocated this princi- 
ple as it has always been felt that no person 
could honestly serve two masters or hold two 
jobs without one influencing the other. So 
strong has been this belief that it has been 
openly avowed that there should be some 
resignations in the present set-up of our local 
governments. 

In the way of illustration, let's consider 
a few of the extraordinary conditions that 
do exist within the two local political sub- 
divisions of government under which we 
live — the Town and the County. 

First, the Town registrar — He has the cus- 
tody of and almost exclusive control of the 
registration books — these books play a- vital 
part in the election of the Town Fathers. This 
registrar holds an appointive position, from 
which he earns his daily bread, at the will of 
the majority of this elected body. It has been 
alleged that there are many names upon those 
books which should not be there. We do 
not say that they were deliberately or know- 
ingly illegally placed thereon but as the reg- 
istrar is largely the sole judge as to whose 
name should or should not be placed on those 
books, the human inclination, in event of 
doubtful cases, is that one of the dual posi- 
tions will influence the action taken in the 
performance of the duties of the other. Man 
is not unlike the dog — licks the hand that 
feeds him. It is not charged that such is 
the case but as illustration the temptation 
is nevertheless there and for this reason it is 
believed that no person should serve as a 
registrar in any political entity so long as he 
holds an appointive position at the hands of 
those elected. In any event, the separation 
of dual offices would relieve to a great extent 
a suspicion of taint. 

Second — The Town of Virginia Beach has 
a councilman, who holds a position whereby 
he earns his daily bread which is likewise ap- 
pointive and held at the will of the ap- 
pointor. This appointor is an elected official 
of a separate and distinct political subdivi- 
sion, one which frequently has conflicting in- 
terest with those of the Town. Again the na- 
tural instinct is that the human mind to be 
influenced toward his remuerative interest 
over the nonremuerative interest. However, 
great may be the efforts to be unbiased, the 
uncontrollable human selfishness will invari- 
ably and unconsciously play a persuasive part 
in making a final decision. 

Three — There is a full time employee on 
the Town payrolls who is at the same time 
conducting a private business. This, 'tis 
time, is easily possible. The private enter- 
prise may be run under the supervision of 
another. But it is also believed that one 
cannot be his own master and a servant of 
another and not be subservient to the selfish 
instincts in case of conflicts of interests or 
personal advantages. 

Four — while dealing with the question of 
persons holding dual positions, one of which 
is as a servant of the public, we shall jump 
to another field — one in which the probabi- 
lity is that there is little or no influence 
of one position on the other but in which 
there may be a serious question of legality. 

In the administration of justice in the 
lower court of the County both the Trial 
Justice and his assistant hold Federal Gov- 
ernment positions. At the same time they 
are in their judicial capacity State employees. 
There is in our State Constitution a positive 
inhibition against any Federal employee hold- 
ing any State position. The Supreme Court 
of Appeals of Virginia has held that under 
this Constitutional provision any official act 
performed by a State official who at the 
same time is a Federal employee is null and 
void from the beginning. It would therefore 
seem that there have been many criminal 
convictions made and civil judgments render- 
ed which would be, if questioned, null and 
■void by virtue of this dual service of the 
presiding justices. '*- 



Although not convinced tlyat the 19th 
Amendment has accomplished the purposes 
expected, it most be recognized that since its 
adoption woman has become to a large 
extent emancipated economically as well as 
politically. She has become more involved 
in the business affairs of the world — more 
independent of the so-called stronger sex, 
and is becoming more so daily. Under these 
undeniable circumstances, living under our 
most sacred form of republican government, 
she should and is justly entitled to full re- 
presentation and by this it is not meant 
merely franchize right but actual partici- 
pation within governmental bodies. 



It may now be the time to begin cleaning 
house — clearing all domestic political affairs 
of possible taints. Whereas we opposed the 
adoption of the 19th Amendment and still do 
not entirely sanction it, it still may be our 
salvation. Woman in some manner appears 
at times to have been endowed with an un- 
named sixth sense, some times called intui- 
tion, some times dubbed inherent sagacity. 
Whatever, this sixth sense may be, since the 
days of Joan of Arc, it has time and time 
again pointed the way to salvation of man- 
kind in almost every phase of life. 



PRANCE AT WAR 

By W. Somerset Maugham 

Recently Mr. Maugham, who 
knows Prance and her people as 
well, perhaps, as any living Eng- 
lishman, spent a month and a half 
traveling about the country, look, 
ing at the new face of things. He 
talked with generals and privates 
at the front, with admirals and 
sailors, Industrial workers and ag- 
ricultural laborers, with parish 
priests, with women in the home 
and women in the numerous Jobs 
left vacant by men mobilized. 
Then he wrote, without undue 
feeling against the Germans, or 
exceptional adulatton of their op- 
ponents, this account of what the 
people of France are doing in their 
emergency and what they believe 
themselves to be fighting for. 

As "mere literature". "Prance 
at War" HI not hold long a pro. 
minent place among Mr. Maugh- 
am's books. It was written In 
haste, apparently, and written for 
purposes of the moment. It is not 
something one will read twice, nor 
even read for a first time once 
this grim business of the war is 
done. Yet right now it serves to 
fill in the gaps in one's very frag, 
mentary picture of the French 
durnlg these days of stress and, 
in so doing, gives a hint of the 
sort of peace wnich France will ex- 
pect to be consummated. 

Something of the force of this 
homely description of France 
under arms may be lost if one 
knows little about the French, of 
their extraordinarily deep and 
pervasive devotion to their coun- 
try at all times, or of their superb 
confidence in the superiority of 
their culture. Mr. Maugham re- 
cords of this war none of that 
enthusiasm with which the people 
of France threw themselves into 
the conflict of 1914, once it had 
become a fact no longer to be 
Ignored. He tells only of calm re. 
slgnation and quiet determination, 
and one must understand the 
French to appreciate what an ob- 
durate force their resignation and 
determination represent. 

There is something indescribab- 
ly tragic In this simple, unadorned 
account of the way the people of 
France are undertaking the tasks 
which have fallen to them in this 
emergency. The whole of it has 
such a familiar ring. It seems so 
much the sort of thing one was 
reading a short time since. It is 
hard to realize that one has not 
stumbled upon a book which Mr. 
Maugham wrote twenty-odd years 
ago. And one finds oneself echoing 
the phrases which he heard from 
the lips of Frenchman every- 
where: "This Is too much"; "This 
time we must make an end of it"; 
"We are fed to the teeth with the 
Germans", 'this lime we must 
make certain that we sha'n't have 
to fight the Germans again." 

But it is apparent from Ml*. 
Maugham's book that, in their 
thinking about the war, the 
French have advanced much 
farther than we. Here it is still the 
fashion to differentiate between 
Hitler's regime and "the other 
Germany" of right-thinking peo- 
ple. The French have gotten be- 
yond making nice distinctions be- 
tween better and worser Germans. 
Having had to fight them three 
times in seventy years — under 
Bismarck, under Wilhelm II, and 
now under Hitler— all Germans 
seem of one stamp to the French; 
they are fed to the teeth with 
them all and resolved to put an 
end to the periodic aggressions of 
their restless neighbors beyond 
the Rhine. 

Mr. Maugham suggests that the 
characteristic skepticism of the 
French will preclude the likeli- 
hood of then* trusting then* sec- 
urity again to any body altogeth- 
er like the League of Nations, and 
the realism of the French may be 
trusted, one hopes, to devise an 
end for the German people shott 
of the complete dismemberment 
of their country. Yet any one 
who reads "France at War" will 
not feel like blaming the French 
if their eventual plans for re- 
ordering Germany should prove 
to be somewhat severe.

AN INTERESTING 
EXPERIMENT 



Even though we do not entirely 
understand the reason for or 
admit the necessity of importing 
oysters from another state to 
carry out the experiment now be- 
Ing launched by the Chesapeake 
Corporation in York River, ac- 
cording to the press, the move- 
ment has interest and perhaps im- 
portant possibilities. 

As we understand it, a system 
of cultivation of oysters such as Is 
followed in northern states Is to 
be tried out in the York River with 
seed oysters purchased In Con- 
necticut. 

While we believe seed stock 
from Virginia would have served 
the purpose of the experiment 
just as well and that local oysters 
are in many ways superior to 
those grown anywhere else, there 
is, of coiuse, the possibility that 
the crossing of the two species 
may produce a superior product. 
At least, it will show whether oys- 
ters from other states will thrive 
in Virginia waters. The most Im- 
portant feature of the experiment, 
however, is the effect of the 
method being used upon oyster

The blitzkrieg or lightning war, 
as the Germans describe it, over- 
ran Norway in three weeks but 
not until the stage had been set 
by wholesale bribery in the Nor- 
wegian army and the most ccllosal 
bluff in history had been executed 
at Oslo, largely because of British 
slowness. If the Norwegians had 
resisted at Oslo, the story might 
have been different. But an of 
this does not answer the Question 
as to whether or not the air force 
will determine the ultimate out- 
come "of the struggle. 

In Spam and China, air bomb- 
ings destroyed the civilian popula- 
tion and their property but they 
did not halt resistance. In Poland, 
that country had been so thor- 
oughly mapped by German spies 
before the campaign started, that 
the Polish army had no oppor- 
tunity to resist effectively. Again, 
the air power effectiveness was 
shown but there were other factors 
at work. * 

There is no doubt but that Ger- 
man technique in Poland and Nor- 
way will alter military tactics 
throughout the world but not 
enough has been shown as yet to 
make any power believe that It 
should scrap its fleets or its in- 
fantry. Politically, the German 
march into Norway has been a 
success. The same could be said 
of the German march Into Bel- 
gium and France m 1814. But In 
the end, the Reich lost. This Is not 
likely to be a Short war and in the 
end, the striking power of armies 
and navies on land and sea. will 
be important. r*

Five hundred and thirty-seven 
ships have taken the final plunge 
down to Davy Jones' locker since 
the war began. 

Swept from the surface of the 
sea to lie rotting beneath It are 
1.813,795 tons of shipping of all 
nations and the bones of perhaps 
5,000 men. 

The United States, due to its 
fortunate position an-l the policy 
of keeping our ship? out of the 
war zones, has suffered least. In 
fact, American shipping to foreign 
ports has risen sharply since the 
war to the highest levels of a 
decade. 

The deliberate ctio-t to build up 
a merchant fleet, well under way 
before war came, now meets a sit- 
uation in which most of the rest 
of the world is destroying its ships 
as fast as it Can. ShouM the war 
bt prolonged, the United States 
vnould find its relative position 
in the shipping world considerably 



enhanced. This will add to those 
post-war responsibilities that are 
piling up for us whether we win or 
no.

Better Corn Crops 
By Seed Treatment 

Though seed treatment of corn 
is not a remedy against all 
diseases, it is an Inexpensive mea- 
sure that will give increased vigor 
tit the young plants and more 
rapid development; and It does 
control damping off and seedling 
blight. 8. B. Penne, plant path- 
ologist, Virginia Agricultural Ex- 
tension Division, urges every 
farmer to make the small Invest- 
ment of time and money needed 
to treat his seed corn. 

The recommended material is 
called New Improved Semesan, 
Jr., and it requires only about two 
cents worth of it to treat enough 
seed for an acre. Penne says that 
treated seed should give an In- 
crease in yield of from 3 to 15 
percent. 

New Unproved Semesan, Jr., is 
a dust, used at the rate of two 
ounces to a bushel of dry shelled 
corn. Since the dust must be thor- 
oughly mixed with the s°ed, a 
good method is to put the corn in 
a barrel or similar container, .scat 
ter the dust over the seed, and 
rotate the barrel vigorously for 

about five minutes.

"A tumor has been defined as 
an abnormal mass of tissue, aris- 
ing without apparent cause from 
cells of pre-existent tissue and 
having no physiologic function. 
Expressed in everyday language. 
it is a mass of new tissue of no 
use and certainly of no good to 
the body. Much of the suffering! 
and many of the deaths caused 
by the particular kind of tumor 
known as cancerous could be eli- 
minated if the average adult has a 
clearer conception of tumors in 
general," stated Dr. I. C. Riggin. 
State Commissioner of Health. 

"In the broadest classification 
there are two types of tumors. 
namely, benign and malignant, 
the latter also known as cancer- 
ous. Both benign and cancerous 
tumors may arise from any of the 
bodily tissues or a combination 
of them. The benign tumor is circ- 
umscribed within definite limits 
and does not spread into nearby 
tissues by way of the Mood vessels 
and lymphatics. Its barm is due to 
mechanical interference with 
bodily functions. Frequently It 
causes s drain upon the constitu- 
tion by robbing nutritional ele- 
ments from the circulation to 
support its own existence. 

"On the other hand, the malig- 
nant or cancerous tumor grows 
rapidly and lawlessly. It may 
establish a secondary growth far 
from the original tumor by means 
of detached cells that are trans- 
ported by the blood stream or that

invade lymphatic 

"Removal by surgery of the 
benign tumor usually results in 
permanent cure. However, In can- 
cerous tumors, surgery or Irradia- 
tion (xray or radium) or a combi- 
nation of the two, represen t the 
only effective treatment. Even so, 
to be or value, the diagnosis must 
be made early. 

"While a number of cancerous 
growths because of their deep- 
seated origin do not pr ese n t ob- 
servable symptoms, fortunately 
some of the more common ones 
do. Signals, justifying s suspicion 
that cancer may be present, 
though not necessarily so, are: a 
lump in the breast or other part 
of the body, unusual bleeding from 
any bodily opening, a persis t e nt 
sore, and chronic indigestion. 
That these symptoms in the pre- 
cancerous or early-cancer stages 
are painless, represents cancer's 
killing power. 

"Therefore, any suggestion of a 
tumor demands an " Immediate 
professional investigation To dis- 
regard any of the above-mention- 
ed manifestations and to delay in- 
terest until pain manifests itself 
is hazardous."

First Oysters Planted 105 Years 
Ago 

Don't take offense, all you Vir. 
ginians, but the first cultured oy- 
sters came from New England, 
hard by Aristocratic Boston. 

These historic bivalves got their 
start in the coves near New Haven. 
Connecticut. But. (to ; assuage the 
pride of you Southerners) it must 
be recorded that they came up 
from the Eastern Shore of Vir. 
ginia. where grow the proudest 
and most prosperous oysters in 
the world. 

The shipment was made in 1835, 
according to Radcliffe, Director of 
the Cyster Institute of North 
America. The Virginia oysters 
flourished in the change of en- 
vironment. 

W. W. RoweU Died In Baltimore 
Hospital 

Walter Wallace RoweU, 68, su 
perintendent of pollution of the 
Virginia Commission of Fisheries, 
for 15 years its clerk and chief 
clerk, and prominent in Demo- 
cratic party circles, died Sunday, 
May 12th. in the U. S. Marine 
Hospital at Baltimore. Death fol 
lowed two periods of hospitaliza- 
tion beginning last October and 
several years of failing health.

While the United States this 
spring is sending back to Cana- 
dian breeding grounds the biggest 
nuptial flight of waterfowl in six 
ytais, Donald and Mrs. Duck may 
have a lot of fair M trouble this 
summer, according to Ducks Un- 
limited, Ire. 

Field studies of duckling mor- 
tality and nest destruction during 
the past two breeding seasons 
have revealed that approximately 
"0 per cent of tht prospective 
duck crops perished be tore the 
hunter fired a gun The investi- 
gation, directed by the organiza- 
tion's biologists c- ver d the con- 
tinent's most important duck 
breeding areas in Manitoba. Sa- 
skatchewan and A'.berta. 

Collecting data for the studies 
last summer were over 1,500 vol 
ucteer Canadian observers. They 
censused 114,429 wild duck fami- 
lies, counted the nu-.notr of duckl- 
ings per brood and reported mor- 
tality factors. With many duckl- 
ings still subjec *o losses before 
they reached the flight stage, the 
average number ocr bi«»d was 
found to be only & 96. 

Teals and gadaali appeared to 
be able to bring more of their 
young through to maturity than 
any other species, broods averag- 
ing seven young at the time of 
the check-up. PinteU. canvasback 
and mallard were next in order. 
Ringnecked duck and scoter f ami- 
Jits, however, numbered only a 
fraction over three. 

"The four principal causes of 
mortality in the great duck fac- 
tory of the prairie provinces were 
found to be drying up of marshes, 
due to drought and drainage; 
egg-eating crows, marsh fires and 
northern pike which eat young 
ducks," Thomas C. Main, General 
Manager of Ducks Unlimited 
(Canada) reports. "Other factors 
are: disease, agricultural opera- 
tions, floods and egg-collecting by 
Indians. 

"With an estimated 60,000,000 
ducks now on their way north, if 
wp can cut these breeding ground 
losses by only 15 per cent, the 
ducks saved would probably be 
equivalent to the entire annual 
bag by sportsmen throughout the 
United States," Main states.

No matter what the thermo- 
meter may say the arrival of 
Easter is always a winter-weary 
world's official welcome to spring. 
And arrival or spring means 
that American homemakers the 
length and breadth of the land 
are getting ready to put their 
houses in summer garb. Down will 
come the heavy winter drapes and 
up will go sheer glass curtains to 
make way for warm breezes and 
sunshine. Wall to wall carpets will 
give place to waxed floors and 
scatter rugs. 

Every smart homemaker en- 
deavors to give her house that 
"lettuce look" for summer. Fort- 
unately, the difference between a 
house that looks merely denuded 
of those things that make for 
charm and comfort and one that 
has the crisply attractive look the 
wise housekeeper seeks for sum- 
mer is not measured to terms of 
dollars but in astute planning. 

First of ail the weU dressed 
house for summer should have a 
shining look. It should be easy 
to keep, requiring not too much 
of dusting or sweeping. Home-like 
touches should be achieved with- 
out fussiness. 

Let's consider for Instance the 
tops ot. dressing tables, chests and 
other pieces of furniture on which 
scarfs are used during the winter.

Purity Of Water 
Is Important 



Where a municipal Water stfp- 
piy is not available it is essential 
to determine the purity .of the 
water in planning a private water- 
supply system for the home. 

Local or state health authorities 
should be called upon for assist, 
ance, and it is advisable, usually. 
to re q ues t both a chemical and n 
bacterial analysis. The chemical 
analysis may be used to advantage 
in selecting plumbing and heating 
e quipmen t, while the bacterial an- 
alysis will determine the purity 
of the water for drinking purposes. 

A private water supply is usually 
obtained from wells which are 
placed Into two classifications: 
Shallow wells— not over 22 f e?t iu 
depth — and deep- wells— over & 
feet in. depth. 

Shallow-well pumping systems 
operate on the suction principle, 
depending upon atmosphere pres- 
sure, and the maximum lift is 22 
feet. . 

Deep-weU pumping systems^ep* 
erate on the suction principle up 
to the cylinder and by mechanical 
have \ lift through the drop pipe above 
this point. The pump must be 
located directly Over the mil in a 
deep- well system.

Success For Builder

A positive indication of the 
broad possibilities of the $2,500 
boosing market in the eastern 
United States is afforded by the 
fcjw-coat home ofjerations of a 
and builder and architect 
who first entered the field of the 
$2,500 home last Summer with 
the construction of five small 
homes on a tract of land In the 
outskirts of Annapolis. 

Albert E. Lendvoight, who be- 
sides being a builder and architect 
Js also FHA loan officer of the 
Annapolis Banking St Trust Co.. 
tails how he has developed success- 
ful communities of $2,500 homes 
in an article appearing in the 
April issue of the Insured Mart- 
gage Portfolio, official FHA pub- 
lication. 

Five Designed Originally 

Describing his original opera- 
tions, Mr. Landvoight said the five 
houses Vere designed to meet a 
housing shortage for family men 
among the personnel of the 
United States Naval Academy and 
were identical in floor plan, al- 
though differing slightly In ex- 
terior treatment. 

Each house occupied a lot of 
about 100 by 200 feet and con- 
ed a living room, two bed- 
rooms, kitchen, and bath. The 
houses were promptly sold upon 
completion, with the loans being 
insured by the Federal Housing 
Administration under Class 3 Title 
I of the National Housing Act. 
These homes were built and fi- 
nanced prior to revision of FHA 
Title I regulations, and the maxi- 
mum period for repayment at that 
time was only seven years. 
Revised Regulations 

The Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration later revised Its regula- 
tions governing these loans, and 
under the more flexible terms the 
maximum amortization period was 
■et at 15 years. The minimum 
down payment /was fixed at 5 per 
cent of the valuation of the com- 
pleted property, and builders were 
permitted to finance multlhouse 
developments and to transfer the 
notes to eligible purchasers as the 
perties are sold. 

"These changes encouraged us 
to expand building operations," 
air. Landvoight stated, "and dur- 
ing the Fall we opened Forest 
Hills, a subdivision of 125 lots near 
the first development into 110 lots 
and named Colony Hill.

NEW CEMENT FBOCESS 
MAT AID BUILDING 



The introduction of a "ca*»- 
hardening" concrete process in re- 
sidential construction may help 
keep basements dry and improve 
the appearance of homes, accord- 
ing to those responsible for devel- 
oping the process. 

Developed in cooperation with 
the U. S. Bureau of Reclamation 
for use on western dams, one of 
the first uses of the new construc- 
tion method will be in "case-hard- 
ening" basement walls for great- 
er resistance to water passage. 

Through the use of absorptive 
form lining, the surface of the 
concrete is "case-hardened" by 
the removal of trapped air and 
excess water. Unsightly pits which 
have heretofore been virtually un- 
avoidable on formed concrete are 
eliminated. 

The new method is said net only 
to improve the appearance of 
homes but also to increase resist- 
ance to abrasion, weathering, and 
chemical attack.

'My views of these last changes 
are best expressed by the fact that 
since their announcement we 
have begun development of a

Good land planning is essential 
in Title I developments, Mr. Land- 
voight pointed out, both to kctp 
costs down and. to protect the 
neighborhood values.

Amendments 



"The two minor changes in the 
Gasoline Tax Act made by the 
1940 General Assembly wil' affect 
only the common or contract car- 
riers and the small motor fuel 
dealers," C. F. Joyner, .Jr., Assist- 
ant Director of the Division of 
Motor Vehicles, said today. 

"An amendment will require 
every person receiving gasoline 
from common or contract carriers 
as well as by pipe line, tank cars, 
and barges to qualify as motor 
fuel dealers and make monthly re- 
ports," the assistant director ex 
plained. "The failure to make the 
reports of the shipments of motor 
fuel received," he said, "Will be a 
misdemeanor. The violator of 
the provisions will be subject to a 
fine of not less than ten dollars 
nor more than fifty dollars." 

"Previously," Mr. Joyner said. 
"Only those dealers receiving ship- 
ments of motor fuel by pipe lines, 
barges, and tank cars, were re 
quired to qualify as dealers. How. 
ever, there are a number of deal 
fcis in the State receiving the 
motor fuel by common or contract 
carriers. 

"The amendment dons not add 
any additional tax but affords the 
Division a closer check of the total 
amount of motor fuel sold." 

"The other change in the law," 
he said, "Requires common or con 
tract carriers who transport motor 
fuel over the highways or by 
waterways in Virginia to register 
and obtain licenses, and to report 
the fuel so transported. A violation 



Q. Our new frame house will 
not have a basement. What type 
of foundation metal shield should 
we use aa a barrier to termit* , 
and how should it be placed? 

A. A continuous strip of corro- 
sion-resistant metal should be 
placed between the masonry 
foundations and the wood resting 
on the masonry. It should extend 
entirely across the wall and be 
flush on the outside, but it should 
extend two inches horizontally 
beyond the inside face of the wall 
and be bent down two inches at an 
angle of 45 degrees. A similar pro- 
jection on the outside wall is 
desirable if this wall is not or«r 
to easy Inspection. Joints between 
the metal sheets forming the 
shields should be made tight, with 
well-locked and malleted flat 
seams or should be continuously 
soldered. If the shield is pierced 
by anchor bolts, the holes should 
be made tight by bedding the 
metal sheet around the hole with 
coal-tar pitch. Care should be 
taken that workmen do not dam. 
age the shields during construc- 
tion.

At the regular monthly meet- 
ing of the Town Council held last 
month a resolution was passed 
directing a committee be appoint- 
ed to examine the registration 
books of the Town and to report 
back to the Council at the meeting 
to be held Tuesday. The commit- 
tee actively and conscientiously 
went to work to perform Its duty 
but soon found that hindrance 
upon hindrance was being placed 
in the progress of the work, main- 
ly through lack of cooperation of 
the registrar. 

After many delays it was ar- 
ranged to have the books carried 
to the Town Hall where special 
copies of them were made for the 
use of the examining committee. 
The list was completed on Tues- 
day but when the committee call- 
ed for it, it was learned that the 
registrar had taken the especially 
prepared list along with the books 
and departed. When called upon 
for the list he refused to surrend- 
er It. After pursuant efforts 
and numerous calls made by 
members of the committee it was 
finally surrendered at eleven- 
thirty Tuesday night. 

The reason for taking especial- 
ly prepared copy of the registra- 
tion books and withholding them 
from the committee Is unknown 
but it Is rumored that It was held 
for the purpose of holding a con- 
sultation over it with other offi- 
cials supposedly disinterested. 

The committee reports that 
from a preliminary survey there 
were quite a large number of 
names on the rolls that Indicated 
irregularities and the majority of 
them were placed there in 1939 
prior to the primary for County 
offices. It was Indicated that 
prompt action would be taken to 
purge the list before the council- 
manic election on June 11 and 
that court action would be taken 
if necessary.

OFFICIAL OPENING DAT 



Tomorrow is the official opening day of 
the 1940 season at Virginia Beach. Why 
there is such a day designated has never been 
clearly understood. The community has 
spent thousands 'of dollars advertising the 
fact that Virginia Beach is a year-round play 
ground and then annually announces that 
the but week-end in May as an official open- 
ing date. This appears to be by inference 
in direct conflict to the facts for which we 
spend our money to spread throughout the 
Nation and it is believed high time to drop 
either one or the other. 

It is true that Virginia Beach does not 
have the thousands upon thousands of 
visitors during the winter months that it has 
in the summer. This is also true with all 
communities that cater to the pleasure seek- 
ing public. Business is seasonal. There 
are many elements that enter into this con- 
dition— chiefly among them are climatic con- 
ditions, vacation time and school terms. 
Climate, however, does play a major part. 
Florida has its season during the Winter 
months, the mid-Atlantic states have theirs 
during the Summer but Virginia Beach being 
located south of North and north of South 
with its climate should and can develop to 
be a year-round play ground. 

Physiology unquestionably plays a great 
part in the human life. The people of Vir- 
ginia Beach have formed the habit of locking 
Weir doors immediately after Labor Day and 
throwing the key away until Memorial Day. 
This certainly is not conducive toward the 
attraction of visitors. If we, ourselves, be- 
lieve we are dead, what will the reaction be 
upon the prospective visitor? Perchance he 
should come as a result of the "year-round 
come as a result of the "year-round play 
play ground" advertisements, and he only 
finds locked doors, he keeps on moving until 
he finds a place that shows some symptoms 
of life. From a casual observation, he does not 
detect the many offerings that may be 
afforded him here. Only an occasional hotel 
open, which fact is usually hard to determine. 

Undoubtedly there are many business en- 
terprises and amusements which are unable 
to remain open during the Winter, but there 
are many that could evidence some signs of 
life which are now practicing hibernation. It 
would probably result in a pecuniary loss at 
first, but may assist in leading to the desired 
result. The past winter has been one of the 
best known here as to the number of guests. 
If something more was offered than darkness 
it would grow to be even more popular. 

If we are to make the Beach a "year-round 
play ground" as we so advertise, we have 
got tb believe it ourselves before we will 
be able to sell the idea to the patrons of our 
one industry— catering to vacationists. It 
would, therefore, seem wise to forget this 
"opening day" idea and instill in our own 
minds that this is a "year-round play 
ground." 



purge and if so the necessary action be taken 
before the coming June election .

After the passing of the resolution hind- 
rance after hindrance has been thrown in 
the progress of the work of the examining 
committee and as a culmination of these 
hindrances the registrar refused recently to 
permit the books to be thrown open for in- 
spection by the committee on the grounds 
that there was no (me competent at the 
Town Hall to have custody of them in his 
absence and that of the Town clerk, apparent- 
ly doubting the sincerity of the examining 
committee. 

With the councihnanic election only a short 
time off, such actions are a confirmation 
that the allegations were not unfounded and 
efforts are being made to stall all possibi- 
lities of a purge before election. 

The results of the last election at the Beach 
found its way into the Courts. Although 
upheld there was evidence of taint and so 
expressed in the Court's (minion. No 
repetition of such situations are desired. 
The aftermath is bad. 

At present, the Town is desirous of the 
annexation of the North Virginia Beach area. 
The majority of the residents of that area 
would like to become a part of the Town but 
at the same time say, not so long as the poli- 
tical situation stays as it is. 

If things are wrong, it would seem that 
those in authority would like to correct them 
unless there is a selfish motive for not so do- 
ing. If they are right a clean bill of health 
should be welcome and the utmost coopera- 
tion be given to procure it.

NO FEAR WHERE RIGHT. 



On one occasion a cashier of a large bank- 
ing institution, whose responsibilities are 
known to be great, was asked if he worried 
when the bank examiners were auditing his 
books. He replied quickly and curtly, "There 
is no need to worry when you know that your 
books are correct. In fact, I would more than 
welcome an examination of them if there was 
the slightest suspicion that they were other- 
wise." This would seem to us to be the 
physiological reaction of any person respon- 
sible for the keeping of records and more 
particularly those holding positions of public 
trust. To take any other position would 
naturally seem to imply that maybe some- 
thing is wrong with the records and should 
be examined. Particularly is this true, as 
stated by the banker, if there is the slightest 
cloud of suspicion. 

Many months back there were public in- 
ferences that the registration books of the 
Town of Virginia Beach needed to be purged 
as it was believed that there were many 
names upon them which should be stricken 
off or some had been placed thereon in non- 
compliance with the regulations as set forth 
by law. Nothing was done.These infer- 
ences gradually grew until they became 
direct charges. Still nothing waff done. 
Finally the question was climaxed with the 
offering of a resolution before the Town 
Council that a committee be appointed to 
examine the registration books immediately 
to ascertain if there was a necessity of a 



There seems to be a prolific rumor, orgi- 
nating from a certain quarter, being circulat- 
ed around the streets of Virginia Beach that 
the News maintains a private telephone wire 
connecting its office with that of one Town 
Councilman.

Among English writers there is 
none whose humor Is so inimitable 
a blend of wit and wisdom brought 
to bear upon the problems of the 
day as that of A. P. Herbert, a 
member of Parliament and a eon. 
stant contributor to the magazine 
"Punch", the latest collection of 
whose pieces done originally for 
that famous humorous weekly is 
contained in "General Cargo." 

Although the book was publish- 
ed only a few weeks ago, all the 
pieces in It appeared In "Punch" 
before the War began, some of 
them several years before. This, 
however, will make no difference 
to any one who never sees 
"Punch", for, as those who read it 
regularly can testify, it takes more 
than several years to wear the 
edge off Mr. Herbert's hilarity and 
his all-but-devastating satire of 
the private unctiousnesses and 
public frauds of his fellow-Brltona.

dependence and keep war from 
our shores. The Allies Co not 
need man power, but they do need 
war material and that they should 
get as quickly as possible, if we 
would help save democracy from 
being destroyed. 

It has taken a Europe* 
with its disastrous results 
past week to bring home to all 
Americans the fact that the Unit, 
ed States is totally unprepared for 
war or a military conflict of any 
kind. 

This being the case even it our 
country wished to send armed 
help to the aid of the Allies we 
would be helpless for lack of 
armament. This Is undoubtedly 
only too true if the reports from 
Washington are reliable. 

Meantime it is apparent that 
sentiment in this country is heart- 
ily in favor of expanding our arm- 
ed forces, especially the navy, as 
rapidly as possible. At the same 
time, It is equally apparent that 
we have no fixed military policy, 
and that no one really knows Just 
how strong we must become in the 
light of the strength of possible 
enemies. One school of thought 
holds that If Hitler wins, America 
win be faced with the potentiality 
of immediate military and eco- 
nomic invasion. This school of 
thought is led, so far as the pub- 
licists are concerned, by Walter 
Lippman, who observed in a re- 
cent column that the great con- 
querors of the past have never 
stopped— that they have gone on 
until, like Alexander, they domi- 
nated the world, or like Napoleon, 
came to a Waterloo. Their past 
successes, in other words, breed 
future campaigns. And the very 
fact that their people are hungry 
and exhausted makes it necessary 
for them to, force their armies on, 
to search of new resources and 
new victories. 

It is rumored that the Japanese 
navy is dangerously close to parity 
with ours, and that Nippon has 
neril battleships of a type superior 
to any we possess. Late reports 
from the European front indicate 
that Germany has new fighting 
planes against which our best 
planes, such as we hav^ supplied 
to the Ames, are inadequate And 
there can be no question as to the 
of the American army.

The American people can pet 
some Idea of what a new war 
would cost them, should they be- 
come so involved, by foe news 
from Britain about then- war ex- 
penditures. Their budget for the 
fiscal year of 1940-41 calls for aa 
expenditure of $9,334,500,000. If 
our people became Involved In s 
first class war, it would 
cost them more than twice 
sum to run a war. for even ens 
year, owing to the high cost of 
aU labor and supplies, in this coun- 
try. 

The statesmen may try to figure 
out ways in advance by whlcht 
costs could be kept down if the 
country became involved to waru 
They talk about drafting capital 
and labor, and making sure there 
would be no profiteering. It is not 
so easy to avoid excessive costs as 
It might seem. 

CorporaUons engaged in war 
Production have to take the 
chance that the war might end 
euddenly, leaving no demand for 
the war goods. They could not 
undertake such production wtth- 
•» wtog compensated for such 
risks. * 

^hen war comes, the demand Is 
mr an enormous production of \ 
ioods immediately, without 
sard for cost, which runs the ex- 
penses up into the billions. 

The costs of war are not covered 
Jythe expense of actual fighting 
Wl^great armies are put into 
tne field, the country assumes re- 
fPMfWhty for any injuries the 
**uers get, which* calls for heavy 
expense for the veterans after the 
war te over. The country will be 
jWtoS heavy costs for the World 
War veterans for many years, and 
it would be the same if we become 
involved in a new war.

Yerkteww Lab To B 

The Vorktown Biological La- 
boratory, which is conducting ex- 
periments into Chesapeake Bay 
marine life for the Federal Gov- 
ernment and the State of Virginia, 
will continue in operation next 
year to conduct a long-range pro- 
gram of marine investigations de- 
signed to improve the fish, oyster 
and crab harvests of the State. 
Plans for the program were made 
by Commissioner of Fisheries o. 
Walter Mapp In consultation with 
Charles B. Jackson, Acting Com- 
missioner of the TJ. 8. Bureau of 
Fisheries, last week in Washing- 
ton. Three leading marine biolog- 
ists of the Bureau. Dr. Paul 8. 
Oaltsoff . Mr. ft It. Neabit, and 
Dr. Elmer Higgins, were railed in- 
to consultation on the program. 

First survey planned by the La- 
boratory is a study of the cause 
of oyster rock depletion in the 
Rappahannock River, as called for 
by resolution of the Virginia Gen- 
eral Assembly last February. Dr. 
Herbert F. Prytherch. Marine 
Biologist of' the U. S. Bureau and 
head of its Beaufort, N. C. La- 
boratory, will be hi charge. 

Services of the Biologist have 
been loaned the Commission and 
will make possible a more com- 
plete survey with the Assembly's 
$3,000 appropriation than would 
otherwise have been possible. The 
survey is to begin June 1st and 
two employes of the Commission 
of Fisheries will work with Dr. 
Prytherch in taking tests.

364 Tagged Shad 

Virginia fishermen catch more 
than half of the shad that come 
into toe waters of the Old Domi- 
nion to spawn, a Federal biolog- 
ists' experiment indicated today. 

For 364, out of less than 800 
shad tigged by the U. B. Bureau 
of Fisheries in March, have al- 
ready been caught and the shad 
season has several weeks yet to 
run. 

Fifty-five per cent of the fish 
tagged off Buckroe Beach have 
been caught as compared with 
47% tagged at Little Creek, 52%% 
tagged at Horn Harbor, and 50% 
tagged off Watts Island. 

Fishermen who still have any 
of the tags are requested to turn 
them over to an inspector of the 
Virginia Commission of Fisheries 
or to mail them to Mr. Robert -A. 
Nesbit of the U. S. Bureau of Fish- 
eries, Washington, D. C.

Properties May Be 
Rebuilt or Repaired 

Bams, houses, and other build- 
ings on farm properties which 
may have been damaged by fire 
or other disaster can be rebuilt 
or repaired with loans obtained 
from lending institutions insured 
by the Federal Bousing Adminis- 
tration. 

Short-term loans insured under 
FHA's P ro p er ty Improvement 
Credit Plan make possible the re- 
pair of minor damage to farm 
buildings or the farmhouse. The 
construction of new a c cessor y 
buildings to replace those destroy- 
ed by fire or other catastrophes 
may be financed under the Prop- 
erty Improvement Credit Plan. 

Farm borrowers may also ob- 
tain from lending institutions 
long-term mortgage loans, insured 
by FRA. to be used for rebuilding 
farmhouses or farm buildings. 

Farmers should apply for short! 
terra loans to rases involving 
minor expenditures for repairs 
and similar project*. FHA officials 
say. Major replacement or repair 
programs may be eligible for fi- 
nancing under the farm-mortgage 
program so long as the b o rrower 
can establish his ability to meet 
monthly or periodic payments, and 
so long as the farm p ro p er ty meets 
certain requirements set up by the 
Federal Housing Administration.

Finding space to which to store 
household necessities daring off- 
season periods when not to active 
use is one of the most persistent 
problems to plague the home own- 
er.

operator spends money for things 
that can be raised on the farm, 
or in the orchard or garden. A 
live-at-home campaign has been 
one of the objectives of the eaten- 
ston division for the last few years 
and has been a means of saving 
money for fanners and housekeep- 
ers in some sections of the state, 
but there are still entirely too 
many farm folks who are paying 
out good money for necessities, 
and even luxuries, they can raise 
at home if they will only give a 
little time and thought" to it. 

TO help with this all Important 
aid to better and more comfort- 
able living, the extension division 
has Just had reprinted bulletin 
No. 140 "Make the Farm Mate 
the Livfnj." m a fo r e wo rd to this 
bulletin Director John R. Huteh- 
eson says: 

''During the last Quarter of a 
century the business of farming 
has become Increasingly specula- 
tive. To the old hazards of insect 
pests, diseases and weather have 
been added the hazards off foreign 
trade, monetary policies and re- 
gulation of production by Indus- 
try and labor. Panning is parti. 
cularly speculative this year, due 
to the wars in Europe and Asm, 
and already our markets for to- 
bacco and fruits have been seri- 
ously affected. 

"Due to these many factors, at 
planting time this year, few Vir 
atom farmers will have any Mea 
what their oops win bring at 
harvest. T h erefore, farmers who 
depend upon the money received 
from the sale of one or two crops 
to purchase food for the family or 
feed for the livestock may find 
themselves next fall without suf- 
ficient funds for such pu rpose s . 
Such a condition would result in 
malnutrition, inefficiency and 
unhappiness. Members of such 
families will either go in debt, go 
on relief or go hungry. 

"However, this is a condition 
which most Virginia fanners can 
prevent if they plan intelligently. 
Even on very small farms there is 



also a simplified canning budget, 
and plans for adequate storage. It 
is written In popular style and 
gives directions that are brief and 
easily understood. Anyone inter- 
ested in having this practical bul- 
letin that wul help them make 
and save money can secure a copy 
by writing to the Virginia Exten- 
sion Drriskm.
